COMING 

The opening lecture in the series 
on World Affairs given annually by 
Miss Eunice Harriet Avery under the 
sponsorship of the Winchester Smith 
College Club for its scholarship fund 
will be given on Wednesday after- 
noon. Oct. 22, at the Wyman School 
Hall at 2:M) p. m. This will be Miss 
Avery's 20th consecutive season in j 
support of the fund of the Winches- j 
tor Club which ranks third after 
New York and Chicago in its yearly j 
contribution to the, college. 

Miss Avery's power to injerest j 
and stimulate her audiences is well , 
known. Her 21 summers of travel i 
and contact with many of the world's I 
leading political figures make her j 
comments especially valuable, at a 
time of world crisis when we need ( 
an interpretation of "todav as his- | 
tory." 

She climaxed her trip this year . 
with a visit to Washington, where | 
she concentrated particularly on the 
Japanese problem, the dollars and 
cents of war and the family budget, | 
and how many kinds of democracy 
the future can hold. She states that 
it is a far more indestructible world 
when seen from both sides of the Rio 
Grande, and good neighboring takes 
at least 21 nations to work it. |

by Miss Avery, on the following 
Wednesday, afternoons at 2:30: Oct. 
22. Nov. 5 and H>, Dec. 3. Jan. 7 and 
21. Feb. 4 and 18. and March 4. The 
tenth and concluding lecture will be 
given on the evening of March 20 by 
Prof. Hans Kohn. distinguished mod- 
ern historian and professor at Smith 
College, who has scored great suc- 
cess on this occasion in the past 
three years.

Although lightning frequently 
itrfkes trees there is usually no 
damage to the trees or else the in- 
jury is limited to the path of the 
"iectrical discharge, occasionally 
stripping off a narrow piece of bark 
or splitting the trunk or limb. How- 
ever, in rare cas-s the lightning 
may bw accompanied by St. Elmo's 
fire which gives a flaming or brush 
discharge from every twig and leaf. 
In such case:- the tree usually dies 
within a few days or, if the St. 
Elmo's fire should miss part of the 
tree, it may kill the greater part 
and several years may elapse be- 
fore the remainder of the tree suc-

Pope of the Boston Fire Department 
at Tuesday evening's session of Win- 
chester'.* A. R. P. School in the Lin- 
coln School auditorium. "The rire 
Department is going to be too busy 
with the hie conflagrations to attend 
the many small fin s that always fol- 
low Incendiary bombing," continued 
Chief Pope, "so it behooves every mj..\ 
woman and child to know about these 
bombs and how to handle them." Bev- 
eley H. B. Smith, director of protec- 
tion, presided. 

Donald W. Kitchin of Winthrop 
street, a graduate of the Massachu- 
setts A. R. P. School, was the first 
lecturer and prefaced his remarks 
with the thought that 3000 miles of 
ocean between this country and a po- 
tential enemy Is something to than.c 
Cod for but not to fool ourselves 
about. 

Opening his address with the re- 
minder that incendiary bombs are, un- 
like their deadly explosive brothers, 
not heavv. but weigh slightly mocj 
than two pounds each, permitting 

targe quantities to be carried by hos- 
tile airplanes, even when flying long 
distances, he pointed out that bomb- 
ing with incendiaries is the most lik ■- 
ly to be encountered by towns like 
Winchester in the event of enemy 
planes invading this country. 

Fire insurance does not, incidentally 
cover damage done your home by in- 
cendiary bombs, nor damage which 
may be caused bv a bomb-set tire in 
a neighboring house. 

While there are several types of 
incendiary bombs, including those of 
phosphorous, sodium and petroleum 
oil, the most likely to be encountered 
is the highly effective magnesium, th - 
so -called electron, with a shell of 

magnesium alloy and a charge of ther- 
mite powder, the whole about 14 inch- 
es long and weighing two and one- 
quarter pounds. Once ignited these 
bombs cannot be put out and they 
will burn through steel or in water 
or when smothered in sand. 

Dropped at the usual airplane 
height these bomb* easily penetrate 
even tile roofs and unless gotten out 
of the attics in which they are likely 
to land, will eat th«-ir way right down 
to the basement of the house. 

A direct jet of water, Mr. Kitchin 
pointed out, onlv causes the bomb to 
burn more fiercely, the hydrogen in 

the water aiding the burning mag- 
nesium, while the force of the stream 
scatters the sputtering metal, caus- 
ing additional small tires. Fmv ex- 
tinguishers are (if no avail in fighting 
incendiary bombs, in fact some of 
them, upon contact, form deadly 
gases, like phosgene.

Taking a hypothetical case, enemy 
planes are picked up by observers on 
the Maine coast. They flash their 
findings to the Army, which in turn 
notifies an information center, prob- 
ably in Portland. From Portland, 
warning is relayed to Boston and 
thence to Maiden, from where it is 
flashed to Winchester. 

At the local report center in Po- 
lice Headquarters a yellow light 
flashes on the board to indicate air- 
planes are sighted somewhere. It a 
bill • litrht follows, the planes are com- 
ing nearer. If a red flashes up, the 
planes are roaring near at hand, a 
sirene sounds to warn civilians and 
air-raid wardens are notified to be 
on the alert. When danger from the 
phuu-s is past a white light shows 
and vigil is relaxed.

Dr. Rollo Brown is internationally 
known as an educator, author and 
lecturer, His morning address, "Lit- 
erature and Human Living," was both 
inspirational and Specifically practi- 
cal, inspiring teachers to renewed 
impetus from Kindergarten through 
Senior class work. 

The importance of reading biogra- 
phy was very reasonably stressed by 
Dr. Brown. "From biographies," he 
said, "we learn about people who 
have taken a long view of life and 
have thus become interesting charac- 
ters. The trouble in the world today 
is that we take the short view. People 
with individuality, people with any 
kind of aspiration, people with dy- 
namic tension are interesting. All of 
these qualities the biographer finds 
in his subject as a reason for writ- 
ing. Why a man writes a hiograpny 
is the explanation of why we read it. 
People become very interesting when 
they read about other human beings. 
In becoming fundamentally sympa- 
thetic with others we develop our 
own personality. 

"Life is everywhere in Literature. 
Teachers have but to turn the pro- 
cess around and apply Literature to 
life." 

In his afternoon address Dr. Brown 
dealt primarily with "teacher per- 
sonality," the quality of being sensi- 
tive not only to a child's sufferings, 
but to his ideas and aspirations, to 
the unusual and often difficult child 
for from such have come occasionally 
a master mind. 

"Only people with personality are 
interested in other human beings and 
t'eel what they are doing is import- 
ant. Teachers in the United States' 
public schools are about the last bul- 
wark in the world today. With the 
problems that confront the world to- 
day, teachers stand in a strategic 
position. We must have a world that 
is alive with constructive ideas. 
Whether they are new ideas or dis- 
semination of old ideas, the Spirit of 
America has to be basic. The job of 
the teacher is the most interesting 
and dramatic because, through it, the 
individual gets his chance. There is 
nothing so important in the world as 
the utrtrammeled spirit of the indi- 
vidual human being. We've got to 
have the world straightened up. 
Who's going to do it? Perhaps some 
boy who is not up to grade in certain 
school subjects, but one with a single 
idea in his mind. He may be what we 
are looking for. It is true of every 
artist, inventor, creator we ever had. 
Every idea seems wrong when it is 
new because nobody has ever heen 
that far ahead. Ideas are always in 
the balance. So are the people who 
produce them. It isolates one any- 
where to think beyond a certain point. 
Yet these people we must have. 
Teachers in public schools have more 
of an opportunity to nurture these 
ideas and a better opportunity than 
anyone else to do it without preju- 
dice. Teachers have more time to 
deal with them than anyone else in 
the community. Most of all they are 
young. We forget what the young 
can do when youth gets off to a lucky 
start. 

"When teachers are conscious above 
everything else that they are en- 
gaged in the greatest enterprise of 
shaping the history of the world, we 
need not worry about 'teacher per- 
sonality'." 

Miss Marion Carswell. Principal of 
Smith College Day School, conducted 
the group conference with the Ele- 
mentary teachers, while Mr. Louis I 
Zahner of Groton School led a simi- 
lar trroup of High and Junior High 
teachers. They unfolded a richness 
of experience that, together with Dr. 
Brown's addresses, made the day one 
of inestimable value to the teaching 
corps in our town.

At the third regular meeting 
Winchester Defense School foi 
Wardens, every seat in the I 
School auditorium was filled on 
day evening, Oct. 4. as director ReV- 
eley H. B. Smith introduced the first 
speaker of the evening, Lieut. David 
!. Meskell of the Winchester Fire De- 
partment, who delivered a very con- 
cis and comprehensive exposition of 
he various types of first aid fire ex- 
tinguishers used in fighting different 
types of fires. 

Lieuentant Meskell opened his re- 
marks with the statement that there 
are in general three types of fires 
which one must be prepared to deal: 
first, the type of incipient fires of 
ordinary combustible materials re- 
quiring considerable quantities of 
water for quenching or cooling effects 
on the burning materials; second, the 
type of incipient fires occuring in con- 
nection with small quantities of 
flammable liquids, where the applica- 
tion of large quantities of water 
would not he effective; and third, the 
incipient fins which occur in connec- 
tion with electrical equipment and 
machinery, which require special 
treatment. 

In describing the various types of 
fire extinguishers available in dealing 
with these tvnes of tires, he first 
stressed four important rules: one, 
the user must know- exactly how to 
Operate the extinguisher; 2. he must 
follow exactlv the directions printed 
on the extinguisher by the manufac- 
turer; three, he must see to it that 
the extinguishers are examined thor- 
oughly at regular interval.-; and four, 
ht must see that they are refilled al 
proper intervals. 

With the assistance of Bronsoil 
Garner, Lieutenant Meskell th-n pro- 

c tied to demonstrate and to describe 

briefly the construction and the oper- 
ation and effect of some 10 different 
types of fire extinguishers used today 
for fighting the various types of fire-. 
While «uch an exposition involved the 
use of many technical terms, the Lieu- 
tenant's explanations were extremely 
clear and to the point so that every 
one was able to grasp the important 
points in his discussion, which empha- 
sized the particular uses of each kind 
of extinguisher and its care. 

At the close of the session many 
students accented an invitation to in- 
spect the extlne" ; '= u rs at closer 
range and ask' .feat many ques- 
tions which haa .urred to them dur- 
ing the talk. 

Mr. Percy Bugbee, general manager 
of the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation then addressed the school 
on the general subject of Fire Con- 
trol in this" country. His talk was 
particularly timelv in view of tho 
fact that last week was Fire Preven- 
tion Week in the United Slates and 
Canada, the 25th annual Fire Pre 
edition Week in this country. He 
commented on the beneficial effect of 
Fire Prevention Week in annually 
lowering temporarily the number of 
fires in the country.

Sparkless Locals Beaten 14—6 for Season's First Loss 

Winchester was kicked right rut of Gene Mack's unbeaten, untied, un- 
BCored on schoolboy football bus Monday afternoon when an alert, hard driv- 
ing Danvers High team Rave the locals their first defeat of the season, 14->;, 
at St. John's Prep Field in Danvers. 

A big holiday crowd, more than half of which was from Winchester and 
Woburn saw the locals put on their worst exhibition of the season against 
what was probably the best eluh on their entire schedule.

Tne pass trom center on Jackson's 
atti rapt to kick almost went over big 
Bob's head, and the latter had to run 
with the ball. He was perhaps a yard 
shy of getting it across as it was. 

That was the end for Winchester, 
though the locals might have tallied 
soon after the ensuing kickoff. Dan- 
vers had to kick and the ball was re- 
turned by Derby to his 35.

Danvers deserved to win. The Yale i 
blue shifted boys from Oniontown 
played hard, aggressive, heads-up 
football, tackled well, blocked like all 
get out anil showed a well-rounded 
team game that was away too pood 
for the lackadaisical brand of ball 
Winchester happened to be playing. 
The Danvers line had a great lift, 

continually outcharging the sluggish 
locals, and the game was pretty much 
decided right up front where the 
hard-hitting blue broke up the local 
plays before they got started. 

Danvers showed two tine ball car- 
riers in Pydyskowsky and Bellows, 
the first named being especially out- 
standing.

On the holiday the locals lacked 
lire, thoir tackling was poor and their 
blocking woefully ineffective.

Mr. Bugbee described the official 
inspection of the 77,000 homes in Pr »- 
vidence. R. I. by the city tire depart- 
ment this year during which every 
hous,- was inspected in the course of 
some six or eight weeks, with the re- 
sult that tlie number of home fires 
was reduced some 20 per cent. In 
some communities this inspection, 
said Mr. Bugbee is done by school 
children under the supervision of their 
parents anil done effectively. He be- 
lieves that one of the most useful 
services of the fire wardens will be 
to suggest to the people in their in- 
dividual sections the proper steps to 
take in preventing tire hazards from 
developing in their homes. 

Mr. Bugbee touched briefly on some 
of the broader phases of the problem, 
such as those dealing with the exam- 
ination of tire hazards resulting from 
the accumulation of ureal stocks of 
goods in various manufacturing ' cen- 
ters. An interesting point was made 
in connection with the recent disas- 
ter at Fall River where the actual 
fire hazard was recognized and re- 
ported to the government agencies too 
late to be of use.

The other copy of the report was 
read aloud by the Chief Warden, tne 
various heads around the table not- 
ing on their individual report sheets 
anything pertaining to their divisions 
of the civilian defense setup. In front 
of each division head was a telephone 
and as he listened to the Chief War- 
den's report he immediately called 
his home station, theoretically dis- 
patching the necessary equipment or 
service to cope with the disaster at 
the trouble area. 

Each division head in turn made 
out a report of his action in tripli- 
cate, one copy going to the Chief 
Warden that he might satisfy him- 
self the incident was properly cov- 
ered, one being kept by the division 
head and the third handed to the 
Plotter who marked on the map at 
the trouble area the equipment or 
service on duty there. The pins for 
this purpos,. are colored differently 
for each type of equipment and serv- 
ice, and in addition to those on the 
big map. each division head had be- 
fore him a small board and a quan- 
tity of duplicate pins, with which he : 
kept track of what equipment or 
workers he had at the trouble areas 
and what was left on band for fur- 
ther use. 

During last Friday afternoon sev- 
eral calls came via the warning cen- 
ter at Maiden for imaginary trouble 
in Winchester's district, such as Sul- 
livan Square, Mai len, etc. Equipment 
anil workers available here were theo- 
retically rushed to those trouble 
areas. 

The entire drill was very seriously 
carried out bv the Air Raid Warden 
and the division heads, and was re- 
peated Tuesday afternoon, from 12 
until 6, with other drills to follow. 

The various report centers are the 
very nerve centers of the whole sys- 
tem of Civilian Defense, covering the 
Atlantic seaboard, and workers In 
them must function smoothly to 
avoid confusion and dispatch neces- 
sary aid to trouble areas in the event 
of attack. 

In each report center is a system 
of electrically controlled lights mount- 
ed upon a board. If this country were 
at war. there would be some one con- 
stantly on duty at the center. In the 
event the yellow light on the board 
flashed that would mean enemy air- 
craft have been sighted somewhere 
and the station would at once be ful- 
ly manned by the Air Raid Warden 
and the division heads mentioned

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above. A blue light would mean that 
the aircraft are coming nearer and 
warning would be flashed to neighbor- 
hood wardens and other workers. A 
red light on the board indicates air- 
planes at hand and a general civilian 
warning is issued with the sounding 

of the air raid siren. Any local trou- 
ble is then shot into the report center 
by the neighborhood wardens and aid 
dispatched as described above. A 
White 1 i trh t on the board means the 
planes have left the neighborhood and 
vigil is relaxed, though the station 
remains manned for possible assist- 
ance to other communities in the lo- 
cal district. 

Winchester's system of neighbor- 
hood air raid wardens is about two- 
thirds organized at present. Each 
warden cares for from 10-12 houses 
under the direction of a section war- 
den, the latter in turn being under a 
precinct or division warden who func- 
tions under the chief warden and his 
two deputies. 

It has taken time and not a little 
effort to work out the local setup an:! 
co-ordinate it with that of the dis- 
trict and the State. Defense Chair- 
man Harold Fuller is pleasi d with the 
progress thus far made which rep- 
resents a co-operative effort of which 
the town may well be proud.

As an introduction to his lecture on 
high explrsjve bombs Tuesday even- 
ing at the regular session of the 
Winchester A. R. P. School in the 
Lincoln School assembly hall. Don- 
ald W. Kitchin, making his second 
appearance as lecturer, told the pro- 
spective air raid wardens in his aud- 
ience that the United States can be 
bombed from Europe. German bomb- 
ers can easily fly to this country and 
would be manned by suicide squads 
who would drop their "load" and be 
killed o'r captured. 

It is likely too that, the Germans 
considering the psychological as well 
as the purely destructive side of air 
raids, would make use of the high 
explosive bomb with its resulting 
mob terror, and as no one has the 
least idea how our civilian popula- 
tion will act under bombing, those 
experienced believe that the panic 
which would follow the Durstlng of 
a high explosive bomb would do more 
damage than the actual explosion, 
terrible as that would be. As many 
as 500O people have been killed in 
the safest air raid shelter in the 
world — by panic. 

Bombs usually announce their ap- 
proach By a whirring whining noise. 
If you hear sounds like that, throw 
yourself on the ground, soft ground 
if possible, or in the gutter, for 
bomb fragments fly at a four to five 
degree angle from horizontal so the 
lower you can get, the better. Arms 
should be placed loosely over the head 
and if you happen to be an air raid 
warden and have a helmet, put that 
over the back of your neck. 

When a bomb explodes fragments 
of the case fly about with twice the 
speed of a. rifle bullet. Averaging 
about an inch across, they can kill 
at half a mile. The Nazis also use 
what is known as anti-personnel 
bombs that throw off shrapnel that 
is sure to get anything near at hand 
that is standing. 

Following the bursting of a high 
explosive bomb there is a terrific de- 
tonation or pressure wave, deadly and 
destructive. Bad as this is, the suc- 
tion wave, formed by the wind rush- 
ing in to fill the resulting vacuum, 
is wi rse. Houses generally collapse 
toward the bomb, so it is important 
to evacuate people from buildings in 
the immediate vicinity of an unex- 
ploded bomb. Territory within 100 
yards around a 1000 pound time bomb 
is considered dangerous and giy.it 
speed must be exercised in evacuating 
people from buildings or anywhere 
within its limits, for there is no do- 
finite safe time; the bomb may let 
go in a few minutes, hours, or aftr- 
several days. 

People anywhere in the vicinity of 
a bursting bomb should keep their 
mouths open, to save their ear-drums 
from being wrecked by the changed 
pressure. Do not stuff cotton in the 
ears. Acute hearing is important 
during air raids. 

In closing Mr. Kitchin advised the 
leaving of persons injured in air 
raids to medical men or trained first

RESIGNS AS DARTMOUTH TRUS- 
TEE AFTER tt YEARS 
SERVICE 

Mr. Lewis Parkhurst of Oak Knoll. 
Dartmouth '78, and among the most 
illustrious sons of the Indian of the 
North, resigned on Oct. Hi as a mem- 
ber of the Dartmouth Board of Trus- 
tees, on which he has served contin- 
uously for ■".:{ years, being appointed 
in 1908. As chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Board for the 
past 20 years, he has been, to borrow 
the words of "The Dartmouth." un- 
dergraduate daily, the "elder states- 
man" in Dartmouth affairs. 

Mr. Parkhurst. in sturdy health at 
85, otfered his resignation in what he 
stated is a move "for the best inter- 
ests of the college and myself." He 
was in the Dartmouth stands at the 
Harvard game last Sturday and his 
interest in his alma mater is* not 
likely to lessen as he is relieved of 
the duties and responsibilities which 
came to him as senior trustee. 

His fellow members of the Board, 
in reluctantly accepting his resigna- 
tion said, in part: 

"Surcease from any sense of obli- 
gation and from any suggestion of 
responsibility is assuredly due him 
(Mr. Parkhurst) after the contribu- 
tions to the College which have been 
his as loyal alumnus, generous bene- 
factor, and understanding supporter 
of College interests successively in 
three administrat ions. 

"I would be gratuitous to make 
recital in any detail of the indebted- 
ness of the College to him because 
any recital which could be made 
would be incomplete. Whatever he 
ha* had, he has shared b ith the Col- 
lege he loved, and Dartmouth has 
been made the beneficiary of the 
breadth of his experience, the sound- 
ness of his judgment, and the intel- 
ligence of his thoughj. 

"To him the Trustees officially anil 
formally proffer their thanks for all 
the many values be has added to the 
College, while individually and per- 
sonally they tender their affectionate 
regards and their heartfelt wish that 
all satisfactions in life continuingly 
be his." 

Among Mr. Parkhurst's many bene- 
factions to Dartmouth, the best 
known is Parkhurst Hall, construct- 
ed in li-11-12 to house the adminis- 
trative office.** of the College. The 
buildins was given in memor.v of his 
son, Wilder, who entered Dartmouth 
in the Class of 1907 and died during 
his sophomore year. Mr. and Mrs. 
Parkhurst have many times provided 
I for the cust of repairs and improve- 
ments on the building, and have also 
i created an endowment fund for its 
; maintenance. As a Trustee, Mr. 
: Parkhurst was responsible for Dart- 
| mouth's present budgetary system 
; and other financial procedures, and 
; he was a leading director in the de- 
velopment of the modern Dartmouth 
j plan;.

All bombs, he said, consist of the 
easing, fuse, primer detonator which 
picks up the Hash from the fuse, 
bringing it to the booster charge and 
finally to the high explosive T. N. T. 
T he casings vary, being heavy for 
aimor piercing bombs, medium thick 
for personnel bombing or very turn, 
to give the greatest possible explos- 
ion. They are of various shapes, the 
most common being long and nar- 
row, oi- the bulging shrapnel bomos. 

Armor piercing bombs are gener- 
ally time bombs, hut general purpose 
or personnel bombs usually explode 
on impact and the greatest danger 
to persons conies from the blast 
rather than the fragments. It is ter- 
rific gas pressure which causes 
bombs to burst and as gas rises, it 
is important to fall flat when a bomb 
explodes to escape not only the ter- 
rific pressure but the fragments 
which also fly up and out. 

Bombs that do not explode upon 
impact, burrow into the ground, of- 
ten to a depth of 40-45 feet, leaving 
only a very small surface hole. Gen- 
erally the time mechanism begins 
when the bomb lands and it may be 
from 2' » to !M) hours before the 
bomb explodes, according to which 
one of the 16 fuses or mechanisms it 
contains, When it bursts it forms a 
huge crater and transmits force 
waves through the earth that will 
topple buildings at great distances. 
A bOO pound bomb will penetrate six 
floors of concrete, giving soon- idea 
of the potency of the larger 1000 
pound bombs. 

Some time bombs are exploded by 
vibration, so it is important not to 
drive any stakes within .100 yards of 
an unexploded bomb. Others are set 
off by magnetic attraction so no steel 
shovels, hammers, helmets or other 
metal should he brought near them. 
Civilians should not be permitted 
within 100 yards of an unexplodi d 
bomb though fire fighting and first 
aid may be undertaken within 200 
yards. An exploding Dom'J nattens 
everything within 200 yards and does 
damage as far away as live miles. 
Buildings within loo yards in each 
direction should be evacuated for at 
least the thickness of one building. 

In (losing. Mr. Rowell admitted 
that 90 per cent of the sort of help- 
ful information that might be given 
out on bombs is being withheld us 
secret by the War Department and 
Navy. His parting admonition was; 
"Don't try to foci with them (bombs) 
and don't try to come too close to 
them. Bombs are tricky things and 
can only be handled by experts."

As the only outside agency author- 
ized to conduct day-to-day services 
within the confines of Army anu 
Navy training stations, the Ameri- 
can Red ( toss is in the midst of its 
busiest year since the first World 
War. 

In military and naval stations, the 
; Red Cross is concerning itself with 
| the personal problems of the service 
I man, helping him to adjust himself 
to military life. For the disabled, 
I the Red Cross is on the job in serv- 
l ice hospitals, helping to speed recov- 

■ ery of the sick through a morale- 
: building program. 

In mobilizing a 2,000,000 - man 
fighting force, the problems of the 
able-bodied man in uniform have in 
I turn become the problems of the 
morale divisions. Red Cross field di- 

j rectors stationed in all camps and 
[ reservations have been entrusted 
1 with the task of helping to solve 

■ these problems. 

| The disabled man in a service hos- 
. pita! can look to the Red Cross for 
help in speeding recovery. Medical 
social workers, trained for their spec- 
ialized assignment, are on duty at 
Army and Navy general hospitals to 
aid sx'i-vice physicians, to act as a 
nudum of communication witli the 
families of the hospitalized men and 
to conduct recreational programs for 
convalescents. 

Volunteers, familiarly known as 
"Gray Ladies," come from nearby 
chapters to write and perform scores 
of "little things" which smooth the 
way toward recovery. 

The Red Cross provides recreation- 
al service for patients in all Army 
and Navy hospitals-. Sixty-five new 
hospitals are under construction by 
the Army, and their recreation build- 
ings are being equipped and static! 
by the Red Cross as each one opens 

As part of the Army and N'avv 
safety programs, members of the na 
tional Red Cross staff are qualifying 
service personnel as instructors in 
First Aid and Water Safety. Instruc 
tors taught by the Red Cross in tun: 
conduct classes on the reservation-. 

The number of Army and Naw 
personnel and their families assisted 
bv Red Cross field directors) has in 
creased in volume 14o per cent since 
Selective Service has been in opera- 
tion. During the past year 126,515 
I active service men have been aiaeu 
in the camps. 

The Red Cross recently made avail- 
able $1,000,000 to meet an emergency 
need for athletic equipment for the 
Army and Navy. This arose when 
Government appropriations for the 
purpose were exhausted.

"Education of the public now will 
prevent confusion when the emer- 
gency arises," said William Hodge 
Tuesday evening in lecturing on "Air 
Raid Shelters" at the weekly meeting 
of the Winchester A. R. P. School in 
the Lincoln School hall. Mr. Hodge, 
a graduate of the Boston A. R. P. 
School, is a resident of Winchester, 
making his home on Mt. Vernon 
street. 

In discussing shelters Mr. Hodge 
admitted that State authorities have 
come to no definite conclusion about 
the best types for possible use in this 
country. They have, however, agreeu 
that the so-called Anderson model, 
used extensively in England and 
made of corrugated steel banked and 
covered with sod, will not be used. 

There is no hope of escape from 
a direct hit. no matter what the 
shelter, but the chances of houses re- 
ceiving a direct hit is very slight. 
And houses, said Mr. Hodge, have 
possibilities as air raid shelters since 
they afford protection from splinters, 
flying glass and machine gun bullets. 
Wooden frame houses will not of 
course, protect from flying shrapnid 
and bits of bomb casing, which will 
kill at half a mile, but contrary to 
popular belief houses will not col- 
lapse unless a bomb falls, upon them 
or very near them. In the latter in- 
stance the wind rushing into the vac- 
uum caused by the bursting shell may 
cause houses right around the spot 
to fall inwards toward the explosion. 

Sand bags piled against houses 
make the best air-raid shelter.", but 
special protection must be afforded 
windows, for the bomb blasts shat- 
ter the panes and glass- splinters are 
especially deadly. Wire netting or 
plaster Iward, inside the window, 
makes good protection from flying 
glass. 

In every English home there is a 
"refuge room" and in America, 
thought should be directed toward 
providing such a sanctuary in our 
houses. 

The refuge room should be in that 
part of the dwelling carrying the 
greatest possible margin of safety, 
with a room below ground best be- 
cause of its protection from flying 
splinters which generally fly upwards. 
Good protec tion may be secured above 
ground in a room surrounded with 
brick or s-tone walls, about lSVjj in. of 
such wall being necessary for abso- 
lute protection against splinters al- 
though nine inches will stop some. 
Aside from cellars, such walls are 
few and far between in Winchester, 
so the cellar it is for best protection 
in private homes.

And he has 
10,000 British West Indians who were 
brought to the Canal Zone for con- 
struction work and are now settled 
there. These were trained in the tra- 
ditions of the Anglican Church. These 
are his flock. 

Among his congregation on Sunday 
in Winchester may be some who knew 
him when he was a resident of Mass- 
achusetts, As rector in Anburndale 
and in New Bedford he was for 11 
years in this state. Later he was 
Dean of Holy Trinity Cathedral. Ha- 
vana, and Dean of St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral, Los Angeles. In 1987 he was 
consecrated as Bishop of Panama 
Canal Zone.

btnr industrial plants with their huge 
personnels would strike heavy blows 
at our whole structure of National 
Defense. 

Prior to last May neither Federal, 
State nor local authorities had triven 
any attention to the protection of in- 
dustrial plants from air raids. Dur- 
ing the summer, however, at the in- 
stigation of formei- Governor Bar- 
rows of Maine, the Massachusetts 

Committee of Public Safety organized 
a school for industrial air raid war 
dens at Technology which was tin 
first of its kind in the country. Simi- 
lar schools are now being organize I 
all along <t he Atlantic seaboard. 

The industrial defense plan is as 
yet loosob' drawn so as to make it 
adaptable to both large and small 
plants. In building up a pi ml organ- 
ization it ha* been found best to de- 
pend upon volunteers rather than con 
scription, and to have plant represen- 
tatives who are qualified to train 
their own associates. 

While it is true that you cannot 
do much about a direct hit from a 
high explosive bomb, there are things 
which can be done about bombs which 
strike in the immediate neighborhood 
of industrial plants. 

The prevention of hysteria and pan- 
ic is of major importance in indus- 
trial plant protection because of the 
throngs of persons involved. In eon- 
trolling panic the trained air raid 
warden is the key man. his own con-

NEW LOW FOR WINTER POND 



Winter Pond ha* reached a new 
record low. Never in the memory of 
any living resident of this town has 
the water been so low. In secti ■■>:,.* 
of the shore a weed known as devils 
pitchfork has sprung up in thick 
masses. The seed of this pest is not 
blown by the wind but drops directly 
under the plant which oieaiM that 
at some other time this land has been 
out of water. 

The newly exposed mud also con- 
tains nundreds of dead fresh water 
clams who died when the water re- 



ceeded. Gulls and various birds have 
eaten these clam, as they died and so 
did not allow an unpleasant situation 

to arise. 

On the shore of this pond is an Are- 
tic plant growing which is not found 
anywhere nearer than the Arctic Cir- 
cle. It is thought that it was brought 
here by the glaciers and happened 
to survive in just one place in the 
United States. Botanists have writ- 
ten many articles on this strange oc- 
curence.

Everywhere, in Holland, in Russia, 
in Germany, there has been a great 
upsurge of religion, said Dr. Math- 
ews, who quoted the head of the anti- 
God movement in Russia as saying 
he has discovered that Religion is 
like a nail, the harder you hit it, the 
deeper it goes. 

Even with 1500 missionaries, rep- 
resenting a constituency of 1,500,- 
000 people, cut off without funds be- 
cause of the war, the work of Christi- 
anity continues, and 180,000 lower 
cast Hindoos in India are joining the 
church annually. 

The Harvest of Tomorrow, said itr. 
Mathews, will be a harvest of spirit- 
ual values such as the world has 
never seen.

Bird and animal lovers will be 
pleased with the current exhibition of 
pictures in the art gallerv of the Pub- 
lic Library under the auspices of the 
Winchester Art Association. There is 
great variety in the show and in a 
number of the pictures there are well 
done landscapes as well as faithful 
reproductions of the animal subjects. 

There are two large oils by Regi- 
nald Belles, showing bird dogs flush- 
ing. These strike the eye at Once 
and more detailed inspection dis- 
closes that the artist has taken pain* 
to provide attractive settings for the 
dogs and winging birds. Other large 
studies are those of a bear climb- 
ing the dead trunk of a tree and a 
mountain lion crouched upon a rocky 
ledge, both by H. B. Dummer. The 
same artist shows two well don.' 
smaller pictures, a life-like moose in 
oils and a large owl on guard above 
a nest of eirgs. 

There are several small, cleanly 
painted studies of birds in sharp 
color detail by Charles Heil. and oth- 
ers by Henry Brooks, of snow birds, 
are exquisitely painted with great deli- 
cacy and a touch of humor which de- 
picts in the background of one, an 
automobile stalled in the snow and 
in another, a life-like skating scene. 

Still a third by Mr. Brooks, larger 
than the others, shows a single small 
gray bird contemplating an excellent 
snow-swept winter landscape. 

Among the most appealing studies 
in the show are two pictures of pup- 
pies by Doris Bryant, There are al- 
so three heads, of small dogs, done 
in chalk by Elizabeth Anne Philbrick 
that are real character studies. In- 
terest is added to the portrait if 
"Bounce" in this group by the fact 
that this tine black cocker is Miss 
Philbrick's own and attended the f ci 
that opened the current show last 
Sunday. Miss Philbrick. a form m- 
Winchester girl, is the daughter of 
the well known artist Otis Philbrick. 

There is also Winchester interest 
in the fact that Helen Wilson, wh > 
has three pictures in the show, is the 
niece of Mrs. Fiske Bradford of Cain- 
bridge street. As striking as any 
picture shown is Miss Wilson's pas- 
tel head of Ch. Haun Hexengold of 
Hobbvland, a huge great Dane. Also 
interesting is her portrait of a sleek 
sophisticated Persian cat, done in an 
exotic setting, against an aqua jug 
of pine boughs with green and orange 
drops. 

Among the show's especially fine 
studies is that of the head of a black 
and white setter by Mabel Greer. 
Patricia Tate also has a tine setter, 
shown against a striking green back- 
ground, 

There are several small charcoals 
of horses by Julia Barbour and a 
large picture of horses in pasture 
by Howard E. Smith, one rearing on 
his hind legs and another in the fore- 
ground enjoying a roll. 

The show will remain at the li- 
brary through November and is open 
to the public.

There have been a few editorial- I 
lately and. more important still, 
some letters to the press trying to ' 
show that the Republican Party is 
dead. They speak of the Kepubli- | 
can Party of Lincoln and what he 
would do and say today. The Re- 
publican Party today is more ali.e 
than ever before in its existence In 
spite of some dull leadership. 

Take Massachusetts, for instance: 

a Republican House and Senate over- 
whelmingly and a Republican Gov- 
ernor. Take its cities and towns 
overwhelmingly Republican local 
governments; and so it goes all over 
the nation. Why? The reason is 
most obvious. The New Deal has, 
for purely political reasons promised 
"Abundant Life," does freely given 
to all by the Federal Government.

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From the District Warning Center 
news of an approaching raid is sent 
to the local Report Center which is 
charged with the actual warning of 
civilians and providing assistance for 
casualties. 

Warnings are transmitted in terms of 
colors. In each report center, above a 
map of the community is a board on 
which are four ordinary electric 
light bulbs, one clear, one yellow, one 
blue, and one red. 

In time of war the clear light 
would lie always burning and a skele- 
ton crew would lie on duty at the 
center. If enemy planes are spotted 
anywhere, word is shot from the "Fil- 
ter Station" to the District Warning 
Centers, where a switch is thrown 
lighting the yellow light in the lo- 
cal report centers. In whatever di- 
rection the planes head the warning 
centers switch on the blue lights in 
the report centers, which means that 
an air raid is imminent. If the plane.- 

continue to approach a given area, 

the red lights are flashed up in the 
report centers of that area, meaning 
the raid is> at hand. 

In the local report center, when the 
yellow light conies on, a buzzer 
sounds and the chief air raid warden 
lifts the receiver from bis telephone 
and says, "Winchester yellow," also 
calling in the entire staff of the cen- 
ter to remain on the job for eventu- 
alities. With the flashing up of the 
blue lieht he repeats his telephone 
call and also notifies all the wardens 
of tile town to be on the alert. With 
the lighting of the red light the war- 
den sounds a warning whistle or siren 
to warn the entire civilian population 
and also notifies individually hospit- 
als, municipal buildings and large in- 
dustrial plants in the community. The 
blue light is also a signal for a black- 
out of railwav centers, hospitals or 
other large, lighted targets. 

The complete staff remains on duty 
at the report center as long as there 
is any danger. It includes, besides the 
chief warden, his deputies, and heads 
of local civilian defense, such as fire, 
police, medical, chief engineer, town 
departments and various public utili- 
ties, telephone, gas and electric. Also 
included are telephone operators, one 
for each lo.noo inhabitants, and' tin 
chief plotter and assistants, messen- 
ger boys and personnel chiefs. 

When a neighborhood warden tele- 
phones in a trouble incident, the 
phone operator makes out a report 
in quadruplicate, retaining one copy 
and shooting the others bv messen- 
ger to the chief warden. He retains 
one. another goes to tin- filing derk 
and the third to the plotter who 
places a col ired pin on the map to 
indicate the exact location of the 
trouble. 

The chief warden then reads the 
report and the various defense heads, 
seated about a long table, each with 
a telephone, notes that part affecting 
their departments and by phone 
dispatch the necessary assistance 
to the trouble area. Each head has a 
board and various colored pins for 
each service. On the board he places 
pins, representing the aid units out 
so that he can tell at a glance what 
other aid units are still available. 
The plotter also marks with pins at 
the trouble area the various types of 
aid units there so that they can 
at need be dispatched direct from 
one trouble area to another. 

Resides those mentioned above, 
there are at the report center a ra- 
dio operator for emergencies and a 
communications officer to arrange for 
communications by telegraph, radio, 
teletype or messenger, in the event 
the telephone service is disrupted l > 
the raid. 

Winchester's report center, located 
on the second floor of police head* 
quarters, is about 75 per cent com- 
pleted and staffed. When at full 
strength it will have a staff of 300. 
Its telephone number is Winchester 
2X20.

Regular telephone service carries 
warnings of approaching raids from 
the District Centers to the local Re- 
port Centers, which in turn, use their 
phones to notify important commu- 
nity organizations such as hospitals, 
fire, police, utilities and factories. 

The telephone is also used by the 
chief air raid warden to notify his 
precinct or neighborhood wardens of 
an alarm and the neighborhood war- 
dens notify the report center by reg- 
ular telephone of trouble incidents 
in their districts. Regular telephone 
service dispatches aid from the lo- 
cal report center through orders of 
the individual service heads to trou- 
ble areas. The same service is used 
be the chief warden to notify the 
District Warning Center of his 
community's need for outside aid. 

In his address Mr. Sullivan con- 
stantly emphasized the need for 
counteracting the too prevalent as- 
sumption that air raids cannot hap- 
pen here. He also stressed the im- 
portance of repetition in civilian de- 
fense courses in order that vital in- 
formation may be sufficiently absorb- 
ed by civilian defense workers to be 
automatically available in a crisis.

WOBURN HERE FOR ANNUAL 
THANKSGIVING FOOTBALL 
GAME 



The Woburn game is next week 
Thursday morning, the day President 
Roosevelt has decided upon for 
Thanksgiving this year, and the 
Orange and Black comes down from 
the erstwhile tanning city to mingle 
with the Black and Red of Winchester 
OH the Shore road athletic field, com- 
mencing at 10:15. 

Before we consider the game, let 
us announce that there will be extra 
seats at the field so that more of the 
huge crowd that is expected can sit 
down during the contest. Winchester 
has borrowed the bleacher seats from 
Stoneham's new athletic field with the 
co-operation of the Park Departments 
in both towns, and the added seats 
will practically double the seating ca- 
pacity. Good news indeed. 

This year'.-, game looms as a cork it 
and given any kind of weather ought 
to be the best on the schedule of both 
schools. 

Winchester is pretty generally the 
favorite to win Thanksgiving Day, 
but your close followers of Winehes- 
ter-Woburn football aren't too sure 
about it. The local boys have by far 
the better won and lost record, hav- 
ing to date, seven wins in eight 
games while Woburn has lost six in 
seven. The diffe rence in quality of 
competition, however, discounts this 
big local advantage, for Winchester 
has met all season only three team- 
comparable to those played by Wo- 
burn. 

The tanners have lost to Saugus. 
Newton. Winthrc p, Wakefield. De l- 
ham and Melrose. How many of these 
schools could Winchester have beaten 
on successive Saturdays? Woburn 
won from Watertown last Saturday, 
20-0. Watertown is away better 
than most of the teams Winchester 
has beaten. 

The only real basis for comparison 
lies in the fact that be th Winches- 
ter and Woburn have played Wake - 
field; the locals beating Bartniek and 
Company, 21 — 0, while Woburn lost 
its game. 0— -15. With those games 
as an index Winchester is 86 points 
better than Woburn. We do not be- 
lieve so! No! No! The Star wi.l 
settle for a win, and be glad to do so. 

Winchester's peak performance of 
the season was its 21 — 0 victory over 
If the locals can attain 
peak for Woburn. they 
but any repetition of their 
ist Danvers and Punchard 
disasterous against 5 Wo- 
tbat is always at its best 
against Winchester. 

The locals have shown a stout de- 
fense all season, having yielded but 
three touchdown- in eight, games, two 
of which were scored by Danvers on 
an admittedly off day for Winchester 
and the other by Punchard when thj 
local boys were still in the ruck. It) 
four of its seven games Woburn has 
been shut out. In the three games 
in which it has scored Woburn has 
rolled up 38 points. One hundred and 
one points have been scored on the 
Tanners in seven games. 

Winchester has rolled Up 1 "27 
points in its seven games to date, 
speaking well for the local offens". 
but again it should be remembered 
that only Framingham, Wakefield and 
Danvers on Winchester's schedule, 
can rate with the teams Woburn has 
played. 

Physically Winchester has a weight 
advantage in the starting teams;

right. The Woburn line averages 154 
pounds and its backfield 146, giving 
a team average of 150.

The Star believes that almost 
everyone will welcome the announce- 
ment that at last something is to be 
done about controlling bicycles on 
the highways. True, the new law, 
recently signed by the Governor pro- 
viding registration for bicycles, is 
permissive only to cities and towns; 
but it is likely that most places will 
adopt its provisions. The joker in 
the law. ns We see it, is that while 
provision is made for punishing 
adults who transgress its regulations 
bv a small fine and loss of registra- 
tion, no punitive action can be tak- 
en against minors without the con- 
sent of their parents. The new law 
proposes that vouthful violators have 
their bikes impounded for 15 days, 
but only with their parent's consent. 
It is our thought that this consent 
ma" be quite difficult, if not impos- 
sible, in many cases to obtain. Few 
parents seem to favor any interfer- 
ence with the pleasure of THEIR 
youngsters, even if such interference 
is in the interest of the children's 
own safety. It is the children who 
cause virtually all of the trouble with 
bicycle=. Any law that can not con- 
trol their riding in the interest of 
their own and the public safety, with- 
out first securing the consent of their 
parents, is not likely to nrove of 
much value.

"The quality of the Russian re- 
sistance has in it something which 
concerns our pattern of democracy." 
said Miss Avery in a lecture on Rus- 
sia, given Wednesday, Nov. 5. The 
Russian-German war is the logical 
result of Hitler's burning desire to 
get control of the Russian raw ma- 
terials, and is important from a 
strategic point of view, and because 
it is the first campaign in the world's 
history using a completely modern 
teechnique of warfare. In Russia, 
Hitler faces a thoroughly modem 
revolutionary army, composed of 
Slavs who love their soil and coun- 
try. 

"At a time when the world is 
changing so rapidly, to be guided 
emotionally on the problem of aid to 
Communist Russia is to miss the 
mark. Under Stalin there has been a 
certain amount of rcdigious revival, 
as he is reviving Pan-Slavism in the 
older sense, building up the common 
culture of the people. In spite of the 
enormous mechanisation in the cur- 
rent struggle, there has never been 
so much importance attached to the 
Individual, as his morale has become 
so essential to a successful cam- 
paign. The Russians have accom- 
phshed a great deal industrially dur- 
ing the last five year plan, and their 
organizing ability, like that of Ger- 
many also, will be of value in a post 
war Europe.

GOVERNOR SIGNED 
BICYCLE L \w 



NEW 



Gov. Leverett Saltonstall on Oct. 
29, 1941, signed the new bicycle law- 
bill which was introduced into the 
Legislature early in the year and 
which has had tbe stiong backing of 
the Massachusetts Safety Council 
unT the Massachusetts Association 
of Police Chiefs. The new law is per- 
missive in cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth and must be accepted, 
either by city councils or town meet- 
ing voter,. 

Under the new law bicycles must 
bo registered at a cost of 25c and 
bear license plates. Renting agencies 
come under the law as well as priv- 
ate individuals. Rider* are required 
to obey such traffic rules as are ap- 
plicable to them, and violation by 
adult riders is punishable by a fine 
of $1 or loss of registration. Viola- 
tion by minors is punishable (with 
the parents' consemt) by the loss of 
the bicycle for a period of 15 days. 
Among the provisions of the new law- 
is one forbidding more than one per- 
son to ride a bike designed for a 
single rider.

It is planned that such registrants 
as are considered fit to take this ex- 
amination will proceed in a body at 
I the expense of the governmef to 
I the Army examination Board in Bos- 
ton and as a result of this examina- 
tion, will be subsequently classified 
by their Selective Service Board. 
Such registrants who pass this Army 
physical examination will, for the 
most part, be classified in 1-A (fit 
lor general military service t and 
those- who fail to pass this examin- 
ation will presumably be classified in 
1-B (fit for limited military service 
only) unless their physical condition 
is such that they are totally unfit for 
any military trailing. 

After the completion of this Army i 
physical examination and completion 
of classification by the Local Board, 
those- registrants who are classified 
in 1-A will be directed to report to 
the Local Board Headquarters for in- j 
duction into the Army at which time I 
no phvsical examination will be ad- I 
ministered- 

This change of procedure was es- 
tablished to eliminate the justifiable 
criticism of certain cases whereby 
registrants were ordered for induc- 
tion; made all the necessary personal 
r.lans to be away from their home and i 
job for an extended period, and were i 
subsequently rejected by the Army 
examination Board and re-turned to 
civilian life. It is "hoped by the Se- 
lective Service System that this new | 
plan will work less of a hardship on i 
certain registrants than did the plan ! 
which has been in use for the 
year. 

Registrants are atrain advised that 
it is essential that they keep their 
Selective Service Board advised of 
any change in personal circumstances 
which might effect their classifica- 
tion, insofar of any change of ad- 
dress; employment; or personal cir- 
cumstances are concerned. The re- 
sponibility of notification of such 
change rest entirely upon the rogis- 
trant.

Evpry child should have a pet of 
some kind if possible.

Hans Zinsser in his book As I Re- 
member Him writes, "My father in- 
dulgent in these matters had often 
said: 'If a boy and a dojr meet in the 
street and neither pays any attention 
to the other, they are both a little 
queer." There is a natural affinity 
between a boy and a dog, and the l>oy 
will learn many lessons of loyalty 
and devotion from his pet. 

If a < hild is given an animal, how- 
ever, the parent sbould first stress 
the very important fact that it 
should be treated with kindness, fed 
and watered regularly, and a com- 
fortable place provided for it to 
sleep: and that kittens, puppies and 
other small animals should be han- 
dled very gently, and not roughly 
squeezed or pulled about. 

If children are brought up to have 
compassion for animals, they will 
have more regard for the rights of 
their fellowmen.

A huge crowd that must have ap- 
proached the 10.000 mark banked the 
gridiron and saw a typical Winches- 
ter- Woburn dogfight with the tan-nrs 
waging a stubborn defense during 
the first half when they failed to 
cross midfield. 

Breaks deprived both schools of 
touchdowrs before half time, Win- 
chester losing the ball on a fumble 
on the Woburn one yard line, an I the 
tanners missing a score when Bobby 
Roche stepped outside at his 38 on a 
touchdown jaunt from his six. Either 
score would have made a world of 
difference and might have meant the 
game for the scoring club, but of the 
two breaks Winchester's hurt the 
most, for the locals had worked the 
ball into scoring position on a drive 
that started at their 48. 

Derby, who did a great job hand- 
ling Roche's booming punts, ran a 
kick back 10 yards to the 4«, West 
plunged twice for nine yards and Pro- 
vinzano made it first down on Wo- 
burn's 86, Provinzano was held at 
tackle but West picked up two and 
a pass from Peter to Derby was good 
for seven. Buzzotta on a center sneak 
making first down on the 22. 

Provinzano was dumped for a yard 
loss at end. Derby was held on a 
reverse, and Murphy muffed a pret- 
ty pass from Provinzano at the Wo- 
burn 10.

An effort to make Winchester "The 
Town That Went to Town" in aiding 
National Defense through the pur- 
chase of United States Defense 
Bonds and U. S. Defense Saving 
Stamps will result, next week, in one 
of the most unusual series of demon- 
strations ever staged here. 

Through the efforts of the Win- 
chester Defense Bond Staff, headed 
by Maurice C. Bird as chairman, more 
than 200 citizens of Winchester — both 
women and men — together with the 
709 pupils in the Winchester High 
School will f>n next Thursday. Nov. 
27 and on Saturday, Nov. 29 stage a 
series of events all tending to make 
the town 100 per cent Defense Bond 
conscious. 

During the two days Winchester 
will be "bombed" from the air by air- 
plane. Every home in the town will 
be "attacked" from the street. A 
detachment of the United States 
Navy, armed with torpedoes, "ash 
cans." bombs and other death-deal- 
ing equipment will set up head- 
quarters on Winchester Common. 

The start of the furor for a 100 
per cent "front" behind the support 
of National Defense through the sale 
of Defense Bonds and Defense Sav- 
ings Stamps will come next Thursday 
when each pupil in the high school 
will be requested to do a "home les- 
son in patriotism" as their partici- 
pation with the adults of the town in 
the effort to make Winchester the 
first town in the country which has 
"gone to town" 100 per cent to sup- 
port the sale of U. S. Defense Bonds 
and U. S. Defense Stamps. 

The School Committee, at their 
meeting last Mi nday night, voted to 
request, through Supt. James J. 
Quinn, every pupil of the high school 
to work with the adults in the town 
in the effort to obtain an unique rec- 
ord for Winchester. Through a sys- 
tem worked out by Superintendent 
Quinn the town has been divided in- 
to districts and each residence has 
bei n plotted on a plan. At an assem- 
bly to be held at the high school next 
Wednesday the high school students 
will be asked to join the adult efforts 
and accept, on next Thursday, a 
"home lesson in patriotism" in addi- 
tion to the regular home lessons 
which will be assigned them by their 
teachers on that day. 

So that the added home h sson will 
be no hardship, Superintendent Quinn 
has arranged to eliminate the sixth 
period next Thursday and the high 
school will be dismissed at the end 
of the usual fifth period. Each high 
school student will be assigned four 
partiCtfftr residences and will be 
asked to do the "home lesson in 
patriotism" by calling at the four 
houses— so assigned that they will be 
i adjacent to their home neighborhoods 
. —during the afternoon of Thursday 
and, in their own manner, informing 
householders of the merits of aiding 
National Defense through the pur- 
chase of Defense Bonds and Defense 
Saving Stamps.

When a 
conquest is accomplished, it is com- 
plete; only the dark night sets in." 

She went on to say that on a Bri- ' 
tish victory depends the hopes of 
all the subjugated peoples of Europe j 
of the democratic peoples all over j 
the world. I 

Miss Cowles is convinced that Bri- 
tish victory is also very much Amer- 
ica's affair. In the conclusion to her 
book, "Looking for Trouble," she elo- 
quently sums up her view of our re- 
lation to the war as follows: 

"Do not let 
We are not giving 'all-out aid' to 
Britain. We cannot buy victory with 
cheque books. If we. at last, have 
come to realize that world progress 
is indivisible and that only the fu- 
ture of European civilization is a: 
stake but the future of our own 
civilization as well, why are our ship- 
not fighting on the Atlantic? Why 
our soldiers and airmen not defen ';- 
ing our way of life? Our forbears 
gave us our heritage through the 
sweat of their achievements . . . 
They shed their blood to establish th- 
principle of justice and equality which 
we take for granted . . . With des- 
perate conviction. I say: Let us re- 
capture the virility of our forefath- 
ers and rise up now. before it is too 
late, to declare war on the Nazi forces 
which threaten our way of life.

Rev, D. Augustine Newton, former 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church and pastor emeritus of the 
Congregational Church in Reading, 
died Monday. Nov. 17, at his home 
on Church street in Westboro. 

Rev. Mr. Newton was the son of 
Darius and Harriet Augusta (Lay) 
Ntwton. He was born Oct. 1. 1855 in 
Westboro, was graduated from high 
school in that town and from Am- 
herst College in 1879, being a mem- 
ber of the Delta Upsilon fraternity. 

Following his graduation from An- 
dover Theological Seminary in 1882 
he held pastorates in Lancaster and 
Stoneham, coming to this town in the 
tall of 1889. 

For 20 years Rev. Mr. Newton 
served BE pastor of the First Con- 
gregational Church here, making his 
home in the old parsonage on Main 
street, torn d-. v.n to make room for 
the Junior High School, During his 
pastorate the Mission Union was or- 
ganized and in 1900 a one-story ad- 
dition was erected at the rear of the 
church, containing a large kitchen, a 
large primary class room and ad- 
ditional class rooms. It was during 
his time also that the last of the old 
horse sheds at the church were re- 
moved. 

Rev. Mr. Newton and his family 
were highly esteemed in the town 
and it was with general regret that 
his resignation was accepted in the 
late fall of 1909. Mr. Newton left 
the church here Dec. 19, of that year, 
on the 20th anniversary of his com- 
ing to Winchester. 

From Winchester Rev. Mr. New- 
ton went to Reading to accept the 
pastorate of the First Congregation- 
al Church there, remaining in that 
position until March. 1922. He also 
held pastorates in St. Johnsbury and 
Bane. Vt.. and at the Highland Con- 
gregational Church in Boston, from 
which he resigned in the spring of 
1925. 

He was for many years director of 
the Massachusetts Home Missionary 
Society, serving, as its president for 
three years, He was also a member 
of the Board of Pastoral Supplies in 
New England and the American 
Congregational Society in Boston, a 
trustee of the Massachusetts State 
Conference for three years and a 
member of the Boston Congregation- 
al Club. 

Rev. Mr. Newtoifs wife, Mrs. Mar- 
ion Stone Newton, died Feb. 1.. 1989, 
He leaves a daughter, Mrs. Otis \\. 
Means of Newton Center; three sons, 
Howard A. Newton of New Haven' 
a member of the Yale faculty; Dr. 
Francis C. Newton of Newton Cen- 
ter and Dr. Harland F. Newton of 
Bropkline, and 11 grandchildren.

In the previous four services of 
music the artists have set such a 
high standard of performance that 
it was difficult to see how on this 
occasion this standard could possi- 
bly be maintained. Suffice it to say 
that there was no falling off in any 
respect.

Receives Advance Induction Order 



BRITISH WAR RELIEF

The Local Selective Service Board 
received advice from State Headquar- 
ters that they are to he asked to send 
six CI) registrants to the Army phy- 
sical examination board, for complete 
physical examination, on the 11th of 
December, in anticipation of their in- 
duction early in January. 

Under the new plan for physical 
examination and induction, these mvn 
will be asked, if they have not already 
done so, to report to the Local Board 
examining physician for preliminary 
examination. Those that pass thi- 
examination, will be included in the 
Kroup of six (*>) registrants who will 
report for Army physical examination 
after which they will be certified by 
the Army doctors as to their physical 
fitness for military training. Those 
•who pass this Army physical exam- 
ination will be subject to induction in- 
to the Army within 30 days. 

Because of the lack of inductions 
daring the past summer, the Local 
Board has no volunteers with which 
to fill this induction order and must, 
therefore, proceed to order the pre- 
scribed number of men, in rotation of 
their order numbers, to appear for 
the physical examination in anticipa- 
tion of induction. 

It is presumed that induction of 
men under Selective Service will be 
resumed during the next succeeding 
months in somewhat larger quantitie s 
than the six (6) men who are to be 
inducted in January. If any regis- 
trant wishes to volunteer for induc- 
tion, in anticipation of a call for 
such induction, during the ensuing 
months, the Local Service Board will 
be glad to receive such information.

The plot of "George Washington | 
Slept Here" is refreshingly simple. , 
Washington's only connection with it 
lies in the fact that he is supposed 
to have slept in the broken down 
Pennsylvania farmhouse bought by 
Newton Fuller, an enthusiastic back- [ 
to-nature advocate, without the know- I 
ledge of his wife, Annabelle, a city 
girl and proud of it. 

The house has neither water, 
sewer, lights nor even in places, a , 
roof or walls, and by the time it is 
in livable condition the Fuller funds 
have been exhausted and the family- 
stands to lose the property because 
of inability to make a mortgage . 
Daymen;. 

in their extremity the Fullers turn 
to Uncle Stanley, a tyrannically 
wealthy relative who has been per- : 
mittod to inflict himself and his pe- 
culiarities upon them time out of 
mind because of the probability of a 
compensatory inheritance dropping 
in some day. _ | 

To save their home, which, inci- 
dentally, the whole family have come 
to love, the Fullers ask for an ad- 
vance of $5000 on their inheritance, 
only to learn that Uncle Stanley was 
wiped out in '29 and hadn't, as the , 
English put it, "a bean." I 

The timely turning up of an old 
map showing the Fullers to own a 
substantial part of the property- 
owned by the vice president of the i 
foreclosing bank, with an excellent 
act put on by Uncle Stanley, fooling 
the irascible banker. Mr. Prescott, in- j 
to believing him a big business man j 
arriving with unlimited funds to save 
his favorite nephew from the wolves, 
enabled the Fullers to "win through" 
and save the place where not George 
Washington, but Benedict Arnold, ac- I 
cording to the records of the local 
historical society, had spent the 
nigh:. 

Large audiences on both nights in- | 
dicated their approval of the play I 
and the performance of the players I 
by the spontaneous chuckles that 
swelled to hearty laughter and by j 
enthusiastic applause. "George Wash- 
ington Slept Here" abounds in witty 
lines and ludicrous situations, many 
of which hit near enough home to be j 
very vital. And yet your reviewer , 
of Saturday evening will venture the 
observation that the performance was 
somewhat short of the Parish Play- 
ers' best. The play dragged in the i 
third act and rather flickered at the 
finale, leaving one a bit surprised to j 
find the show over and just a little 
in doubt as to whether and how the j 
home team had won. 

The mechanics of the nlay were on 
the usual high Little Theatre level, 
and two splendid sets were provided 
with properties carefully selected. A 
A purist might have quarrelled with 
the color of the sunlight at the open 
door, hut otherwise the lighting was 
good as ever and the offstage bird | 
voices, rain and thunderstorm were 
effectively handled. Special praise is \ 
really due the off stage crew for the 
realism of the storm. 

A good Annabelle Fuller is neces- 
sary for a successful performance of 
this play and the Players ha<l an out- 
standing Annabelle iti Mrs. Harmon, j 
She carried the play beautifully, com- j 
bining a very real but well controlled 
anger with a keen-edged humor that 
made the most of her laugh-studded 
lines. Her performance was wholly- 
consistent and even as she softened ! 
towards hep husband's purchase and 
rallied to his support when disaster j 
impended she remained true to type. 

Dr. Blanchard. as the country- 
minded husband gave another of 
the amusing performances which have 
made him such a valuable member of 
the Players through the years. He 
has done, and is capable of better 
things than his N'ewt ! ."idler, hut 
he complimented Mrs. Harmon beau- 
tifully, wrung every laugh possible 
out of his lines, and was especially 
funnv in his scenes with Uncle Stan- 
ley. ' 

Mr. Olivier's handling: of the latter 
role added greatly to the audience's 
pleasure. The success of this charac- 
terization depends upon the actor's 
ability to make his audience like him 
in spite of his deception. pomr><>us- 
ness and boring anneedot^s. and this 
test Mr. Olivier met nicely. Mr. Crow- 
ers, too, gave the audience many- 
laughs as Mr. Kimtoer, the rural 
handy-Andy, whose estimates were 
never right, hut once again that pur- 
ist could have liked less briskness 
in the role. 

Mrs. Pennell played the actress. 
Rena Leslie, with a deft touch that 
made this role one of importance. 

For an obviously nice boy., hardly 
the type to attempt the machinations 
of so exasperating a brat as Ray- 
mond. Eben Caldwell did well Wlui 
this disagreeable part ami was very 
successful in making the audit-net 
feel real apprehension during his 
scene with Mrs. Douelas.

William Joseph Thwing. president 
of the Security Fence Company of 
Somerville, died Monday afternoon at 
his heme, 41 Lloyd street, after a 
brief illness. His death was wholly 
unexpected and came as a severe 
shi ck t > his family and friends. 

Mr. Thwing was bom July 22, 1877, 
in Heath. His parents were Joseph 
and Mary (Camp) Thwing, 
ceived his education in the 
schools and as a young man 
the employ of the Florence 
ture Company in Florence. Mass. 

In 1913 he joined the Cyclone Fence 
Company in Waukegan, 111., as a 
salesman, traveling through New 
England and New York State until 
LJ24, when he became a partner in, 
and president of, the Security Fence 
Company in Somerville, remaining 
with that firm until his death. 

Mr. Thwing came to Winchester 
from Longmeadow in 1924. He was a 
Scottish Rite Mason, holding mem- 
bership in William Parkman Lodge 
Of this town and Melha Temple of the 
Shrine in Springfield. He was also 
a member of the Boston Executive's 
Club and of the Mother Church, the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston. 

On Oct. 5, 1912, Mr. Thwing mar- 
ried Mildred Elizabeth Hawkes, who 
survives, with a daughter, Mrs.

While it is possible by day to de- 
tect some gases by their color, the 
surest way to detect them, anil the 
only way nf night, is by the sense 
of smell and bv recognizing the im- 
mediate effects of the gases. A gas 
alarm -hou'.d be sounded at the first 
sign of any unusual odor or if any 
unusual irritation is felt in the eye* 
or respiratory passages. 

War gases are mostly heavier than 
air, so people are safer during a gas 
attack on' the third floors of their 
homes. Basement air raid shelters 
should have air intakes well above 
ground.

Harold "Jug" McSpaden, for the 
past six years golf professional at 
the Winchester Country Club, accept- 
ed on .Monday an offer to become pro- 
fessional at the Philadelphia Country 
Club next season. Negotiations were 
completed over the long distance tele- 
phone, and the contract will be signed 
within a few days, according tj re- 
port. 

The news that McSpaden is definite- 
ly going to Philadelphia came as no 
surprise in Winchester, rumors to 
this effect having been in circulation 
since "Jug" played in the Henry 
Hurst open in Philadelphia last Sep- 
tember. He will play in the Win- 
ter tournament tour in California an i 
commence his new duties March 1. 

In commenting on his new position 
McSpaden said that he did not seek 
the Philadelphia berth, having been 
very happy in Winchester where he 
held a life-time contract. The offer 
of a $3600 salary in addition to the in- 
come from sales and teaching accru- 
ing to a pro at a club with two 18 
hole courses and £00. playing mem- 
bers was ju-t to >rood to pass up, 
the salary beinjr one of the largest 
over paid for the type of position he 
will hold. Despite the fact that such 
sums are usually paid only tr> 
"playing professional-." McSpaden 
will spend most of his time at the 
Philadelphia Country Club, compet- 
ing in only a few major tournaments 
•luring the spring and summer sea- 
sons. 

Since coming to Winchester from 
Kansas City in 1936, McSpaden has 
become the outstanding golfer in New 
England, reaching the final of the 
P. G. A. championship in 1937, 
threatening continually in the U. S. 
open, in which tie finished seventh 
last year, and winning 1 sectional titles 
with monotonou- regularity.

\. U. P. SCHOOL CONSIDERED 
BLACKOUTS 

The light of one electric light buio 
ran be seen from a plane for 15 miles, 
said former Selectman James W. 
Blarkham in his address on "Black- 
outs at the Nov. 18 session of the A. 
R. P, School at the Lincoln School 
Hall. 

A blackout is necessary if an ene- 
my has an air base or bases close 
enough to our shores to make air 
raids possible. A blackout is not a 
temporary darkening of lights when 
an air raid is expected. It is a condi- 
tion constantly in effect from sunset 
to sun-up every day as long as the 
enemy has a base within bombing 

range. 

To be effective a blackout must bo 
complete over a wide area and must 
be in operation long before any air 
raid warning is actually sounded. It 
is also necessary to blackout non- 
military and non-industrial districts 
to protect those marked for enemy 
destruction. 

In private homes exposed window 
panes should be laticed with adhes- 
ive tape, celophane or wire mesh to 
prevent flying glass. Curtains of 
light-proof material must cover all 
windows, must be securely fastened 
at top ami sides and extend at least 
sdx Inches below sills. Doors and side- 
lights must be treated as exposed 
windows and doors leading outside 
must l>e supplemented with an in- 
side light proof curtain hung so as 
rot to be disturbed by the door, but 
not further from it than six teet. 
Skylights must be covered with rigid, 
non reflecting fireproof material such 
as painted sheet metal or asbestos. 
All lights must be shielded, and only 
•«ine authorized blue light can burn >n 
either permanent of curtained vesti- 
bules. Care must be taken to ensure 
proper ventilation. 

The truest speaker at the school 
was Marc Peter, Jr.. of Boston, chair- 
man of the Protection Committee of 
the State Civilian Defense Planning 
Division, who is also consultant for 
the New England Office of Civilian 
Defense and has instruc ted on Black- 
out and Shelters in most of the New 
England State Defense Schools.

The ladies, in their 
natty uniforms, will work in two- 
hour shifts and will cover all the 
principal street corners, the railroad 
stations and other places. 

The 769 students at Winchester 
High School opened the push to make 
our'a "The Town That Went To 
Town" on Thursday when, as a 
"home lesson in patriotism" they 
visited every dwelling in town. With 
the approval of the School Commit- 
tee, and under a system devised by 
Supt. of Schools .lames J. yuinn, 
each student was assigned the "home 
lesson" of visiting four particular 
dwellings in town, and, in their own 
manner acquainting the occupants 
with the necessity for everyone sup- 
porting the financing of national de- 
fense c'llorts. Each nupil was armed 
with Defense Saving Stamps and De- 
fense Stamp Books.

"We are here this morning to study. 
We are to study how we can help our 
country in this present world crisis.

"I do not believe I need to discuss 
with you the war situation or the 
dangers to our freedom by the Nazi 
Idea, but I do think it will help all 
of us if we discuss the reasons why 
our people should buy Defense Bonds.

"The President has said that the 
United States is to be the "Arsenal 
of Democracy" and every factory 
capable of Producing war materials is 
hard at work producing planes, guns, 
ammunition and other war products. 
These, of course, have to be paid for 
and can !>e paid for only in one of 
two ways — either "V taxing us for 
the whole cost or by taxing us for 
part of tlie cost and borrowing from 
us the remainder of the cost. In the 
present circumstances, it appears 
that the Government will have to use

order to raise enough 
money t > pay for the cost of all these 
materials. It has been estimated that 
the Government will spend this vear 
about S24.0O0.OO0.000. and that from 
taxes it will raise not more than 
114,000,000,000. The Government 
will therefore have to borrow about

No. women, a 
good many more women, it is that 
the Red Cross in Winchester is need- 
ing. No woman in Winchester could 
bear the thought of a new baby on 
her street for whom nothing was 
ready. She would hurry down with 
all she could supply. And sure 
enough, three women, hearing of the 
waiting baby shirts, went right to 
work. One took 20 home to finish 
right up. Two others each took 10. 

The Red Cross believes that the 
women needed for sewing will come 
as soon as they have faced the fact 
that cloth for needed garments is at 
our workrooms waiting for their 
needles. Every garment waiting there 
unfinished some baby or child or wo- 
man is needing. The Red Cross is 
not piling garments up in ware- 
houses to be used in some far-off 
time. From under your sewing mach- 
ine in the workroom they go swiftly 
to packing rooms and on to the places 
where there is someone cold or some 
one sick. 

Things needed in hospitals are at 
the workroom cut and ready to make 
— pajamas and ward robes. And 
there are dresses, from size 2 to 50. 
When our imagination makes us see 
that size 2 not as just a little pile 
of woolen cloth, but as a wee girl 
reaching up little hands blue with 
cold to slip into the warmth of the 
little dress; when the woman's dress 
makes us see a real woman, cold, 
weary, and stunned by disaster, of 
course more of us fortunate in peace- 
ful Winchester will come to sew. 

But. do I sew well enough? Dis- 
trust of one's own ability need not 
keep one from coming. There are 
holders for those who have any ques 
tions about the best and easiest way. 
You'll be pleased at what a beginner 
can do under a good teacher. 

Oh, maybe you have heard that tall 
story about work badly done, the 
staff of women at the workrooms who 
spend all their time ripping out what 
other women have sewed wrong, and 
all that preposterous nonsense! What 
diseased fancy started the fantastic 
yarn nobody will ever know. But if 
we can never get at the beginning uj 
the absurd story we can easily get 
at the end. We need only a prompt, 
cheerful, friendly engagement with 
the next woman we may hear inno- 
cently retelling the wild talc an en- 
gagement to go up to the Town Hall 
rooms and see for oursleves how 
much work gets done, and well done. 
We shall hunt in vain for the rip- 
pers and rejected work. They just 
don't exist. 

Do the steps to the third floor 
of the Town Hall make a real diffi- 
culty for you? Then you will be glad 
to know of two other workrooms that 
have fewer steps. On Tuesday, at the 
Epiphany Hall, from 10 to 4 o'clock 
Mrs. Harry Goodwin will welcome any 
one who wishes to sew there. It is 
not limited to women of Epiphany 
parish. On Thursdays the Fortnightly 
rooms are open for all workers who 
find that a convenient place. Going 
in from Church street, one need not 
climb many steps. This workroom is 
for any one who wishes to sew there. 
It is not limited to Fortnightly mem- 
ber?. 

War and fire and Rood create the 
general need for our Red Cross sew- 
ing, and the present need for more 
workers. Mrs. Dutting and cooperat- 
ing groups have secured convenient 
places for work. We still have the 
great privilege of freedom, the priv- 
ilege of our own free will what we 
see to do. What women of other lands 
would give for that privilege of be- 
ing free and active workers in an 
agency that seeks to know no fron- 
tiers, barring its ministry of mercy, 
that aims to save and never to des- 
troy!

The recent purchase for a summer 
home by Mr. and Mr>. Earle Pi Spen- j 
cer of Winchester. Mass.. of the resi- I 
dence of the late Kn.

Mentor) Serves Mrs. Collins 

Mrs. Clara Collins of Kcnnebunk- 
port, whose memory tends beyond SO 
years, has a story to tell which she 
gained from Mary Lord, another dis- 
tinguished older resident, who holds 
ancient deeds for lands of the neigh- 
borhood and is the one whom the 
surveyor consults when puzzled over 
some boundary line or old landmark. 

Mrs. Collins' story tells of dower 
gifts to Walke r children made out of 
the original estate or farm. It in- 
cluded the land on which the Mansion 
was built, the land on which the old 
.Jeffords house, now the Agnew house; 
was erected on Pearl street, the 
house which the Misses Burrage now 
own, and other home sites which, 
roughly speaking, may be said to 
form an enormous square. 

But we must go to Mr. Charles 
Hoff, the well known blacksmith, still 
in business in his blacksmith shop by 
the river, for memorable and authen- 
tic details of the appearance and 
grounds of the old house before it 
was restored and altered by Mrs. Mc- 
Kim. Mr. Hoff's story is interesting. 
His father who bought the place was 
an Englishman, first mate of the. ship 
Osborne that ran from England to 
Australia. In England he had be- 
come friends with Captain Nowland 
who lived in the house next to the 
Post Office, which is now owned by 
the Clark family, and he stopped in 
at Kennebunkport to see him. After 
his marriage to a young Scotch girl 
whom he met at the Nowlands he 
bought the old house in I860, and 
here his three children were born. 
Big Nails Hand-Made 

Charles Hoff remembers that there 
was a 12-foot chimney all across the 
house. Every nail was hand-forged. 
So too were the hinges and latches. 
The nails were three or four inches 
long. 

Captain Hon" died while his child- 
ren were little, and the family was 
divided. Charlie was sent to New- 
castle. There he learned his trade in 
a carriage factory. By the time he 
was 14 or IB he had left school and 
had a forge of his own and bellows, 
and a small, well-clipped blacksmith 
shop. He returned to Kennebunkport 
in 188.°, and has been in business here 
ever since. 

Charlie Hoff and his brother Bill 
shingled the house shortly after his 
return, and it has been reshingled 
only once since, up to the present 
time when wooden shingles will he 
replaced by slate. The reason that, 
the shingling stood up so well is that 
the under boards of the roof were 
placed up lengthwise, so that the 
water did not leak through as it would 
have if the boards had been put on 
crosswise. Down below the house to- 
ward the river was an oi l cemetery. 
These graves have been moved, but 
if you go out to the Landing Ceme- 
tery you tan see the Walker craves 
with the dates on them.

The regular matches of the Palmer 
Beach Horseshoe Association last 
week-end ended in a hot dispute over 
the right to wear the championship 
toga.

Inso- 
far as everyone but Arthur and Wil- 
lie were concerned that was that! 

Messrs Butters and McLaughlin 
left the arena with considerable dig- 
nity and in chilly silence. Their heads 
were Moody but definitely unbowed! 
They were not easily given "the 
works" by Mr. Teele and the Secre- 
tary in the second match between the 
tea ms. 

As a matter of fact it looked very 
much as though Butters and Mc- 
Laughlin would be returned the win- 
ners when in the deciding game they 
held a 21-15 advantage. 

The Secretary, at this point, stunned 
the small but select gallery by scor- 
ing four points on a linger and a 
dose one, t lit- score then standing 
21-11).

A story nf scientific research and 
pioneering in frozen Wastelands lies 
behind the Soviet suggestion that the 
Northern Sea Route from Seattle 
through tne Alaska-Siberian passage 
and westward through the Antic 
Ocean to Archangel might be used 
during the summer months, to help 
deliver Ameriean-made war supplies 
to Russia. 

Although mariners had sought a 
northeast passage from Eorope to 
China since the time of Columbus, it 
was not until 1986 that the North- 
ern Sea Route was opened for regu- 
lar freight traffic, says a bulletin 
from the National Geographic Soci- 
ety. Previously, the icy Arctic Ocean 
between the mouths of the Ob and 
the Kolyma Rivers of Siberia had 
been navigated successfully by only a 
few ships. 

Scout Planes Fix Course 

Russian sailors found, however, 
that with the aid of scouting planes 
and powerful icebreakers, ships could 
proceed through the Arctic ice fields 
to Archangel ami Murmansk. Prom 
these ports goods could be shipped 
along the Baltic-White Sea Canal, 
making the entire route about 4000 
mles shorter than the Vladivostok- 
Leningrad trip by way of the Pan- 
ama or Suez Canal. 

The big dfficulty in shipping 
supplies or other freight by 
Northern s ea Route is that it 
been usable for only three m< 
during the summer. The remaind 
the year the ice is too solid even for 
steel-prowed icebreakers. Most of the 
distance between Archangel and Ber- 
ing Strait is north if the Arctic 
Circle. 

The icebreakers "convoy" freighters 
through patches of ice. sometimes 
breaking a path for a group of ves- 
sels, sometimes having to cut the ice 
afresh for each ship. Occassionally it 
is necessary to dynamite ice floes or 
to crack the ice with powerful jets 
of water. Planes fly ahead to find 
I open channels and to report thick ice 
! ftel !s which should he avoided.

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The review of the air raid ward- 
ens' course at the A. R. P. School 
session held Tuesday evening in trie- 
Lincoln School Hall turned out to oe 
a combination of "The Quiz Kids" 
and "Information Please." It was the 
final meeting of the school betoie 
the examinations next Tuesday. 

Each instructor who lectured to 
the school had summarized his sub- 
ject and these subjects multigraphed 
and neatly bound in pamphlet form, 
bearing the names of Protection 
Chairman Reveley H. B. Smith and 
the heads of the women's and men's 
schools, Mrs. T. Grafton Abbott and 
Samuel M. Graves, were distributed 
to the members of the school upon 

arrival. 

Fifteen minutes were allowed to 
glance through the pamphlet aijd 
then the curtain on the statre was 
drawn to show seated in chairs with 
large labels about their necks, the 
seven instructors who had lectured 
during the past fall. They were the 
"experts" of "Information Please" or 
the "Quiz Kids" and the audience 
was invited by Mr. Smith, who acted 
as master of ceremonies, to shoot at 
them any question pertaining to A. 
R. P. 

The audience was not slow in do- 
ing so and for nearly two hours the 
"experts" were kept busy answering 
the queries put to them, some easy, 
some difficult, some practical and 
some extremely hypothetical. 

Lt. David I, Meskell of the Fire 
Department occupied the chair on 
Fire Control, Donald Kitchin, that 
on Incendiary and H. E. Bombs; Rob- 
ert .Jackson. Control Centers; King- 
man ('ass. pinch-hitting for William 
Hodge. Shelters; James W. Black- 
ham, Blackouts; Franklin J, Lane, 
Air Raid Precaution; and Charles B. 
Watson. War Gasses. It might be 
said that the "M. C." and Mr. Kit- 
chin seemed somewhat at variance in 
the matter of incendiary bombs. 

Mr. Smith, at the conclusion of the 
quiz, told something of the difficul- 
ties which had to be met in setting 
un the local A. R. P. course. He felt 
that an honest effort had been mad<- 
to meet the situation to the best of 
everyone's ability and to provide an 
efficient and worth-while school. He 
was especially gratified to report 
that there had been an averaire at- 
tendance of 250, indicating that a 
high level of interest had been main- 
tained, much higher than in many 
communities where the schools were 
much smaller to start with.

One is the thorough, 
deep watering of all plant? now, be- 
fore the ground freezes. This is es- 
pecially important to broad-leave! 
evergreens and perennials. T h 
other is the use of mulching materia!. 

After the ground has slightly froz- 
en is the time to tuck the garden in 
for the winter. Properly applied 
mulching will reduce winter Injury 
I caused by cold winds, alternate freez- 
ing and thawing of the soil, and sun- 
scald. 

Evergreen boughs are a favoriv 
and excellent material for covering 
beds, and. esnoeially. for protecting 
Azalea*. Rhododendrons and more or 
^ , less tender evergreens from th > 
Br harmful burning caused by wind a d 
sun. particularly in late winter an i 
early spring. Used with supporting 
stakes, a most attractive windbreak 
can be made to insure that your val- 
uable plants will come through the 
winter well.

The present building of the Win- 
. Chester Public Library is ten years 
! old on Dec. 5th. The dedication of 
I the building took place on Saturday 
I afternoon. Dec. 5, 1981. The program 
! for the occasion is interesting to re- 
| call. Edgar J. Rich, present Chair- 
i man of the Board of Trustees, pre- 
sided. The Invocation was by Rev. 
: Howard J. (hidlev, Presentation of 
the Building by Ralph T. Hale who 
! was Chairman of the Building Com- 
j mittee, Acceptance of the Building by 
the late George H. Eustis, at that 
j time Chairman of the Board of Ti'us- 
; tees. There was an address. "The 
Changing Public Library" by Clar- 
ence S. Chapman, Librarian of the 
Providence Public Library. Appro- 
j priate remarks were made by the 
late Dr. Frank P. Hill who was Li- 
! brarian Consultant, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
i Public Library and at that time a 
! resident of Winchester. The Bene- 
| diction was given bv the late Rev. 
j Nathaniel J. Menitt. 

That day ten years ago marked the 
beginning of enlarged library service 
to the town. Some of the figures then 
and now show the growth of the 
town and of the library. At the time 
of th" opening of the new building 
the population of the town was about 
13,000, now it is over 15.000. The 
total number of books issued from 
the library in 1931 was 84.045 and 
last year the figure was 127,432. The 
number of books issued in 1941, trn. 
tenth anniversary year, will exceed 
the previous record. 

Ten years ago there were 3,718 
registered borrowers. Now there are, 
to date. 6,137, an increase of 2,41'.t. 
This does not tell the whole story 
of the library's growth and use or 
its place in the activities of the com- 
munity. During the month just past 
25 meetings were held in the library. 
Two Nutrition Courses, League of 
Women Voters and College Club 
Study Groups, Historical Society. Art 
Association, Girl Scout Council and 
Mothers' Association meetings, De- 
fense Bonds and Stamps Committee. 
Auxiliary Police, Better Homes Gar- 
den Club and Mt. Holyoke College 
Club sponsored lecture on books. 

The library now has about 37,000 
volumes whereas there were 23.503 
at the time of the opening of the 
new building. The demands for new 
books have increased through the 
years until now it is difficult with 
the present appropriation to meet the 
demands of our book conscious com- 
munity. In addition to the usual de- 
mands there are now the special 
needs for technical honks related to 
the program of National Defense. 
Books on welding, electroplating, 
ship drafting, blue print reading, 
tool making, aviation, plastics, wood 
working and many others of the type 
are in constant use. Current books 
on world problems are much in de- 
mand as are background books of 
history, government and economics. 
Books dealing with democratic prin- 
ciples are read as never before. 

In l!».".l there were 2K,ii!)0 Juvenil« 
books borrowed from the library. So 
far this year 40,386 have been issued 
from the Children's Department. As 
a library grows the responsibility 
toward the children increases. 

In times of national stress it is 
most important that the children find 
a "Haven of Escape" in their public 
library and that adults find the books 
and services that will meet their im- 
mediate needs.

IE* ■««,»»; lEtEPHQM A TELEGRAM COMPtlT 
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A resume of the activities of the 
Catholic Church in war time England 
was brilliantly told by Rev. Dr. .Film 
J. Wright, Professor of Theology at 
St. John's Seminary in Brighton, to 
a large and enthusiastic audience, at 
the home of Mrs. J. Edward Downes, 
on High Street, last Friday morning. 

Although he gave a brief picture 
of the manner in which the Church 
is carrying on her work on both sides 
of the war, Father Wright restricted 
his discussion to the work of the two 
new Catholic movements in England; 
"The Sword of the Spirit," and the 
special work of the "Ladies of the 
Gratt." 

Founded in Holland, in L930 the 
Ladies id' the Grail followed the 
theme in the legend of King Arthur 
and his Knights — that of achieving 
happiness through aiding the unfor- 
tunate. They were just a group ;.f 
courageous women, banded together 
by the common interest in work 
among the ooor, the sick and the 
needy. They are neither cloistered 
nor wearing religious habits, but 
dress simply, in plain dark suit- 
suitable to their surroundings. At 
the outset of the war they transfer- 
red their activities to London, where 
their work has been of such value, 
particularly in the bomb shelters in 
the poorer crowded sections of Lon- 
don, that their idea has spread 
throughout England and Scotland, 
and recently groups have been form- 
ed here in America where they are 
doing tine work in the poorer sec- 
tions of some of our larger cities. 

"Picture, if you can," said Father 
Wright, "a group of -limn souls spend- 
ing the night in a subway terminal 
in the slums of London! Imagine, if 
you can, the noise and confusion, bab- 
ies crying, children romping about 
noisily, aged and invalids complain- 
ing at their discomfort! Throughout 
this vast audience pass the Ladies of 
the Grail, comforting the terrified 
victims of the air raid, feeding and 
pacifying the infants, entertaining 
and training the children, and getting 
all quieted down for a good niirh's 
rest. Almost miraculous are the 
splendid results achieved by that 
band of pious women, quietly mov- 
ing about doing so much good." 

The report of their first year f 
work in London is intensely interest- 
ing, because it deals mainly with the 
story of civilian morale during the 
horrors of ar raids. It tells how 4000 
terrified human beings, packed into a 
subway terminal from 6 o'clock it 
night until 6 the next morning, can 
be trained to utmost respect for their 
fellow being's right to live, to rest 
and to enjoy privacy. It tells that 
there is really more human life, in 
these crowded subway shelters, than 
existed in many homes before the 
war. when children preferred to go 
out to movies, dances or other enter- 
tainment. Families are fflad to be 
together, in the face af danger, and 
are really enjoying home life to- 
gether. It tells of the respect each 
citizen feels is due his neighbor, the 
respect of youth for age, of men for 
women, and of outsiders for family 
groups. It tells of the gratitude with 
which their ministrations are re- 
ceived, the appreciation of a nervous 
mother for a bottle of warm milk for 
her fretful baby, of the elderly per- 
son for a comforting cun of tea. and 
of the too active youngsters for the 
game which will be entertaining as 
well as quieting.

Three Winchester youngsters are 
now each the owner of a |2S United 
States Defense Bond as the result of 
the bombing of Winchester last Sat- 
urday in the deferred ending of the 
now-famous Uproar Day for Nation- 
al Defense which was staged two 
weeks ago by the Winchester Defense 
Bond staff. 

Some 15,000 flyers were dropped by 
the six planes, under the direction of 
Lieut. Robert L Eckhert of 64 West- 
land avenue and the flight of the 
bombers was most spectacular. The 
flyers read: Don't be Bombed. This 
paper was dropped from an airplane 
flying over Winchester. Keep enemy 
bombs away by helping finance Na- 
tional Defense. Buy Defense Bonds 
and Defense Saving Stamps today. 

Six special bombs were certificate* 
donated by the manufacturers of Cut- 
icura Soap, signed by William D. 
Gooch of 64 Yale street, treasurer of 
the Potter Drug and Chemical Co. 
These certificates entitled the finder 
to a free $25 U. S. Defense Bond, with 
the compliments of the Cuticura Com- 
pany. 

Lieutenant Eckert, directing tha 
other five planes by radio from the 
plane he was flying swooped down 
over Winchester just before :i o'clock 
last Saturday and in a series of 
manoeuvers, flung their bombs in va- 
rious sections of the town. 

Up to press time this week three 
of the special bombs had been found 
and turned in to Mr. Gooch, whose 
company immediately issued the $2"> 
bonds. 

The fortunate finders were Amu* 
Crowell, 15 years of age, the daugh- 
ter of Mr. arid Mrs. Donald G. Crowell 
of 60 Swan road; Florindo Vozzella, 7 
years old, 1 Winter street: and Rus- 
sell Penniman, 13, of 36 Everett av- 
enue. Youn<r Mr. Penniman found hi- 
on the water of Mystic Lake, floating 
just on the shore line while he wa- 
naddling about in a kyak. Young Mr. 
Vozzella snared his prize in his back- 
yard ami Miss Crowell found hers 
about a quarter of mile away from 
her home. 

Hundreds of other residents of 
Winchester located the bombs as they 
rained over the town but the other 
two special bombs are yet to be 
found. Chairman Maurice C. Bin! 
of the Defense Bond Staff said that 
there is no limit on the redemption 
date of the other certificates and if 
they are located and turned in to 
the' Cuticura Company they will be 
honored for a free $25 bond. 

With the declaration of war. 
Chairman Bird pointed out, the need 
of increased buying of Defense 
Bonds and Defense Stamps is even 
greater toda* than when the Win- 
chester Staff staged their spectacular 
Uproar Dav two weeks ago.

W ; n"hi:ster's civilian defense set- 
up had its first serious test Tuesday 
afternoon when the Army sent out 
a warning that enemy planes had 
been seen off Portland and in the vi- 
cinity of New York. 

At 1 o'clock, or shortly after, Ar- 
my Headquarters warned the town 
that planes had been sighted, phoning 
in its warning to the local Report 
Center. Deputy Chief Air Raid 
Warden W. Allan Wilde received the 
message and within a few minutes 
was at the Report Center in Police 
Headquarters setting the mechanism 
there in motion. It wasn't long be- 
fore the center was functioning, air 
raid wardens were being notified to 
be on the alert and other prepara- 
tions were being made to meet any 
emergency that might arise. 

Besides Mr. Wilde, those at the cen- 
ter during the alert period included 
Chief Air Raid Warden Franklin J. 
Lane. Deputy Warden Nicholas H.

Chief Louis E, Goddu and Her- 
bert T. Wadsworth of the Auxiliary 
Police Department. Dr. Richard W.

Crimes and Frank T. Olmstead, rep- 
resenting the town departments; War- 
ren Hersey, representing the Fdi-on 
Company; Dexter Blenkhorn, repre- 
senting the Gas Company; Wire Chief 
Charles Farrar, representing the Tel- 
ephone Company; Stafford Rogers, 
head of the Boy Scout courier serv- 
ice.

Monday night Defense Chairman 
Fuller was notified by Army authori- 
ties to have the local report center

A STATEMENT FROM WINCHESTER'S DIRECTOR OF 
PUBLIC SAFETY 
★ ★ ★ ★ 

The emergency has arrived. We are at war. Let us now face 
the situation with calmness, clear thinking, and intelligent action. 

Winchester is not yet organized to the extent planned. There 
is still a place for anyone who wishes to volunteer for service, anil 
much intensive training is necessary for the proper functioning of 
the complete organization. However, there are about <>50 men and 
women who through knowledge recently acquired by study and 
training are now qualified to aid in the protection of life and 
property should any extreme emergency occur in the town. 

About 275 Air Raid Wardens have just completed their school 
course and will be immediately assigned to duty. Another group 
will be started soon. One hundred Auxiliary Police and Firemen 
are now receiving instructions in their duties. Several hundred 
men and women have passed the Red Cross First Aid Course. 
Over 100 volunteer ambulance drivers are enrolled, and the Rid 
Cross Motor Corps is fully organized and working. Many women 
are studying emergency feeding in our Nutrition course and plans 
for temporary shelter and additional hospital service have been 
fully approved. 

A list of available trucks is on file. The public services are 
prepared to meet any emergency. The Boy Scout courier service 
is organized. A Disaster Information Service has been established. 

All town departments are aware of the necessity for quick 
action and are ready to assist whenever needed. 

The volunteer army observers are on duty at their posts con- 
tinually night and day. The Report Center is fully equipped with 
telephones, charts, maps, and official message blanks and is now 
"on the alert" 24 hours a day on orders from the U. S. Army. The 
first test-call from the Army came in at 10:20 Monday night. Win- 
chester answered, "we are ready."

"Oceans are not barriers, but 
rather highways leading the enemy 
easily to our shores. That is the first 
lesson we Americans, located geogra- 
phically as we are. must realize now 
that the Japs have struck as they 
have with utter disregard for the two 
concept of International Law." So 
said Prof. James Angell McLaughlin 
at the December meeting on Wednes- 
day of the Winchester Women's Re- 
publican Club at Waterfield Hall. 

"These two concepts of Interna- 
tional Law are to keep "eaee as long 
as possible and if and when you do 
have to fight, fight like gentlemen. 
These of course trace back to the 
times when one fought only when 
prepared and the other affairs of the 
country were in good hands. But to- 
day, since we must get down to the | 
business of fighting if we are going 
to do away with evil, we must do it 
keeping in mind that we must tran- ] 
scend our national lives and realize 
our situation on an international 
basis. It is not coincidence that we 
have to consider this war on a prac- 
tical as well as a moral basis. It is 
dangerous to be Immoral and im- 
moral to get away with murder in 
Europe. Therefore we must show as 
muh courage as the British have and 
if it is the best grand strategy to 
send men and munitions away from 
America, we must do it although we 
at home are in danger. Self-satisfac- 
tion and refusal of giving help to 
those on our side will never end in 
giving self-confidence to the human 
race. 

The policy of isolationism is now 
facing bankruptcy. This is a single 
world war, with only two sides to it. 
Japan happened to hold the weapons 
that struck us as they did being 
therefore only the instrument and not 
the key to the situation. The enemy 
are possessed with the realistic view- 
point that those who swear by force 
make the world depend upon force 
but not in the last anal- : s."

Widely-separated islands in the 
Pacific Ocean west of the Panama 
Canal offer no such compact chain of 
potential military bases as the U. S. 
is sotting up in the West Indies, 
points out a bulletin from the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

There has been frequent specula- 
tion that the United States might 
try to acquire base riphts on some 
of these Pacific islands, but no an- 
nouncement of any action ever has 
been made. There also has been 
speculation that a German raider re- 
cently reported w.st of the Canal 
might be using a secret haven in one 
of the islands. 

Largest of the group is the Gala- 
pagos archipelago, more than 900 
miles southwest of the Canal and al- 
most on the Equator, says the bulle- 
tin. It consists of six principal is- 
lands, nine smaller ones, and many 
islets and rocks. The aggregate area 
is about that}, of Delaware. Ecuador 
maintains a military ostablishment 
and radio station on one of the is- 
land*. 

A Buccaneers' Paradise 

Those loftly islands are of volcanic 
origin. Tanging up to some 5000 feet 
in height. There are many safe an- 
chorages, a few small, snutr harbors, 
and some uncharted coves. The ele- 
vation of the land and the steep cliffs 
flanking the coves have favored con- 
cealment, so that the island group 
I was long a popular hang-out for buc- 
| c neers. Many submerged rocks and 
ledges make navigation hazardous, 
• while the volcanic activity of the 
| area results occasionally in unre- 
corded changes. 

Because of the sparsely-settled 
condition of those isolated islands, it 
! would be possible for a ship to enter 
j the area, stay there for an indefinite 
period, and sail away without its 
presence having become known. 

The Pacific island nearest to the 
Panama Canal is Malpelo, belonging 
to Colombia. It is some 350 miles 
southwest of the entrance to the 
Gulf of Panama. It is a high barren 
rock about a mile long, rising 850 
feet above the sea, in water hundreds 
of feet deep. It would be useless as 
a base. 

Wild Isles of Romance 

Cocos Island, belonging to Costa 
Rica, is 550 miles west of the Pacific 
terminus of the Canal, on well-trav- 
eled ship lanes. The area of this for- 
est-crowned island is about 16 square 
miles. 

It is a monument to centuries of 
piracy, with its coves and lofty cliffs 
named for cut-throat leaders. It has 
been visited regularly for years by 
seekers of buried treasure, and oc- 
casionally by fishermen. For the most 
part it is left to the native rodents, 
mosquitoes, birds, and stunted wild 
hog*.

Needles will click 
busily in the intervening days, for 
nobody will willingly have a garment 
wait a fortnight to start toward the 
place where it is needed.

This final study group of the fall 
led by Mrs. Howard Chidley was to 
have taken up the subject of future 
peace plans. Due to the unexpected 
world events of this week it was con- 
sidered more timely to postpone a 
study group on Peace until later on 
in the winter. 

Mrs. Robert M. Keeney opened the 
meeting by briefly summing up So. 
America's stand to date toward Ja- 
pan. She pointed out that the Canal 
Zone was solidly behind us. Argen- 
tina has declared us a non-beliger- 
ant. Peru is the only South Ameri- 
can country with a large Japanese 
population. Considering everything 
the South American picture is very 
hopeful. 

Mr. William S. Howe was well in- 
formed, having lived in China for 
some years. He was a member of the 
National Republican Program Com- 
mittee and Republican nominee for 
Congress in 1930. Mr. Howe said 
that starting with the "Open Dour 
Policy" in luoo after the Boxer Re- 
bellion, 38 years of disputes have 
followed between the U. S. and Ja- 
pan. At the Washington Conference 
in 1922 nine powers signed an agree- 
ment which maintained a reasonable 
calm for 10 years. At this time we 
greed not to fortify Guam and to 
leave Japan free rein in the Western 
Pacific if Japan in turn would leave 
China alone. This she did not do. She 
kept biting off chunks of China until 
from li'.iT to 1939 things were so 
flagrant that in 1941 the U. S. flnallj 
stopped selling her goods and damp- 
ed down. Many feel today's situation 
wouldn't exist if we'd taken this 
stand sooner. Japan is clever in her 
own right and doesn't need to take 
any lessons from the Nazis. Mr. 
Howe did feel, however, that Japan 
had made a colossal blunder in at- 
tacking the U. S. itself instead of 
continuing her policy of making 
grabs m the Orient. It is furthermore, 
he strongly stressed, a mistake to un- 
derestimate her potential strength, 
craftiness and "do or die" lust for 
power

Tuesday's alarm brought plenty 
of problems for the Telephone Com- 
pany Manager Sullivan informed the 
Star today. In addition to thou- 
sands of extra calls, many over long 
distance lines by Army and Civilian 
Defense Organizations, there were 
hundreds of thousands of extra calls 
in some cities to congest switch 
hoards and delay important calls. 

As soon a: the alarm was given I 
by the Army the Telephone Company 
ordered many hundreds of operators i 
to report for extra duty, but even 
these were unable to co-operate with 
the flooded calls which resulted from 
the closing of school and industrial 
plants in certain cities. The Com- 1 
p-;ny estimated that its switch board 
normally handling seven million calls' 
a day in New England handled an 
increase in the afternoon which made j 
it the biggest in the Company's his- 
tory. 

Most serious of the probe ms, ac- 
cording to Manager Sullivan, is the 
fact, such a flood of calls may inter- 
fer with the handling of real emer- 
gency calls Including those of civilian 
air raid spotters reporting to Army 
information centers. 

For this reason authorities issue an 
urgent appeal to the public to re- 
frain from making unnecessary calls | 
largely prompted by excitement or

Amusement Taxes 

Effective Oct. 1. 1941, the laws gov- 
erning admission taxes to amuse- 
ments has been changed. All exemp- 
tion provisions have been repealed 
and there is no basis upon which ex- 
emption from collecting the tax in 
admissions may be claimed. Admis- 
sions of 10c and up are taxable. 

All persons or organizations hold- 
ing affairs to which admissions ar 1 
charged must follow the proper 

procedure with respect to the print- 
ing of tickets and filing returns in 
order to avoid penalties. 

Every ticket must show the nrice. 
the tax and the total (the phrasi 
"tax included" is not permissible), 
the name of the place, the seat num- 
ber if any. and the date. 

The portions of the tickets tak"i 
up by the management must be pr - 
served for three months at least for 
possible inspection by revenue of- 
ficers, and unused tickets may not be 
destroyed except in the presence of 
a representative of the Collector's 
office. 

Owners of halls which are rent"! 
for amusements should be fully in- 
formed on these changes and on oth- 
ers which affect them as owners.

Sermon on the Mount, he said, ' Be 
ye therefore perfect, even as ,our 
Vtether which is in heaven is per- 
fect " He set forth the grand results 
Of 'his correct application when, it 
the end of this disccurse, he said. 
•"Therefore whosoever hcaretn these 
savings of mine, and doeth them, I 
Will liken him unto a wise man, 
which built his house upon a rock: 
and the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell 
Hot: for it was founded upon a rock.' 
That rock is Christ. Truth. That is 
the rock on which the teaching of * 
Christian Science is built. That is 
the foundation of its practice, the 
basis of its practical application to 
your needs and to mine. 

According to the account in Mat- 
thew, about the time when Jesus de- 
livered his Sermon on the Mount, he 
Went into the home of Peter, one of 
his disciples. Here we may gam an 
Interesting sidelight into the help- 
fulness of Jesus in the homes which 
he v isited. He found that the mother 
of Peter's wife was suffering from a 
fever. Our Master, with his clear 
sense of the truth of being, his 
recognition of perfect God and per- 
fect man. perfect Father and perfect 
child, healed her of the fever in- 
stantly. "He touched her hand, and 
the fever left her: and she arose, and 
ministered unto them." While she 
was ill. others ministered to her. As 
Boon as she recovered, she ministered 
to them. This is always the effect of 
healing in Christian Science. It 
awakens the tinselled desire to help 
Others as one has been helped, and 
It imparts the ability to do so. 

In the Christian Science textbook, 
"Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures," Mary Baker Eddy, the 
Discoverer and Founder of Christian 
Science, explains the basis on which 
Christ Jesus healed the sick, in these 
Words on page 470: "Jesus beheld in 
Science the perfect man, who ap- 
peared to him where sinning mortal 
man appears to mortals. In this per- 
fect man the Saviour saw Coil's own 
likeness, and this correct view of 
man healed the sick." Where mor- 
tals saw a sick, sinning, dying mortal, 
JesU8 saw Cod's perfect image, 
healthy, ha-ipy, holy, and well, ex- 
pressing the activity and abundance 
of Life and Love. It is our privilege 
and necessity to replace the false 
sense of ourselves and of others with 
the true and perfect sense. Our 
Master said, "Be ye therefore per- 
fect " because he understood that 
man as God's idea already is perfect. 

Peter had witnessed many such 
healings. He had listened to the 
teaching of the Master as they sat 
on the hillside in the golden Pales- 
tinian sunshine, as they walked 
through the cornfields, as they 
sailed the Sea of Galilee in tiny 
fishing boats. As a result of this 
teaching, he also had learned to 
applv this practical truth taught bv 
the Master, this truth about perfect 
God and perfect man. So in after 
years he was able to testify cou- 
rageously to the power of the Christ. 
In explaining to a Roman centurion, 
named Cornelius, the operation of 
the Christ-power, he said. "God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the 
Holy Ghost and with power: who 
went about doing good, and healing 
all that were oppressed of the devil; 
for God was with him." 

This statement points to the prac- 
ticality of Jesus' mission. It indi- 
cates the source of his power— "God 
was with him." Omnipotent good 
wrs with him Therefore impotent 
evil vanished from his presence. The 
nature of disease is also clearly 
shown here, in these words, "healing 
all that were oppressed of the devil," 
seemingly oppressed by evil. The 
sufferers were healed as a result of 
the Master's perception of the pres- 
ence and supremacy of good. Thus 
it is plain that disease is never true, 
because it contradicts the truth of 
being, the fact that man is made in 
the image and likeness of God. For 
the same reason discord of any kind 
is never true. Man. as God's image, 
is always healthy and harmonious, 
and disease never belongs to him. 

Christ Jesus obviously understood 
that God is perfect Love, and be 
himself perfectly reflected Love, as 
proved bv his ministrations Mrs 
Eddy presents a helpful point in 'he 
application of the truth to the heal- 
ing ol disease, when she writes in 
Science and Heath <p. 412», "The 
great fact that God lovingly governs 
all. never punishing aught but sin, 
la your standpoint, from which to 
advance and destroy the human fear 
of sickness." This precious sense ot 
Gods loving control over His own 
creation is important in Christian 
Science healing 1 have seen many 
cases ot fever quicltly healed in this 
way. ov the realization ot the fact 
that divine Love governs all. This 
realization brings peace to the 
troubled heart It silences and lis- 
pe'.s the clamor of the physical 
Sense .. all surging fears, confusion, 
don bt. and darkness Christian Sci- 
ence, as Jesus also proved, is doing 
Biuch more than healing Individual 
cases ol fever it is healiiip seem- 
lngh hopeless organic as well as 
functional disease It is stilling the 

teverlsh turmoil ol the human mind, 
which seems to be harassed about so 
man> things today Those who have 
enjoyed the healing power ot the 
Christ snow Its efficacy. All mav 
prove it for themselves 

Those ol vou who are in need ol 
healing can accept and apply in 
your own experience the sacred 
truths used by our Master and oy 
his disciples, and today revealed in 
Christian Science God governs His 
creation with unerring wisdom and 
love He has already given to you. 
as Hts perfect child, health happi- 
ness, wisdom, joy. strength, and 
abundant supply All these Olessings 
are as truly yours as are the genial 
sunshine and the fresh air This 
wisdom discerned makes ciear the 
proper step needed m solving every 
human problem, in meeting rightly 
every situation in life, however diffi- 
cult or trying it may seem to be 
You have never been, never can be 
separated from your Father- Mother 
God. divine Principle. Love As you 
recognize that Spirit fills all space 
and that you are. m reality, spirit- 
ual, inseparable from Spirit, you are 
* gaming the 'Understanding which 



will free you from any sense of lack, 
and open up to you unlimited possi- 
bilities The tender presence of the 
Christ will comfort you in any sor- 
row, support you in every trial, make 
you victorious — over self — in every 
seeming conflict. 

Let us consider further how Christ 
Jesus applied the truth to the heal- 
ing of the sick A man came to inm 
complaining that he could not see. 
When the blind man was healed, ne 
went away saying, in effect, "1 can 
sea." Mrs. Edd>, in telling of this 
healing, writes In her book. "Miscel- 
laneous Writings" 'p 258) : "When, 
through Mind, he (Jesusl restored 
sight to the blind, he figuratively and 
literally spat upon matter; and, 
anointing the wounded spirit with 
the great truth that God is All, ne 

demonstrated the nestling power and 
supremacy ol the law of Life and 
Love." The application of the great 
fact of God's allness healed the man. 

From Jesus own words we may 
learn further how he applied his 
understanding of the truth of being. 
He said, "My meat is to do the will 
of him that sent me, and to finish 
his work." In this simple statement 
lies the key to the Master's applica- 
tion of this demonstrable Science of 
being. He obeyed the divine will, not 
the will of the so-called carnal mind. 
Our Master understood that God is 
perfect and that man. His creation, 
is perfect, like Himself. On this 
basis, he taught us to turn away 
always from the imperfections of 
mortal, material, personal sense to 
the glorious perfections of immortal 
spiritual sense, the eternal state of 
man governed by divine Principle. 

Demonstration of God's Presence 

The prophet Isaiah, in foretelling 
the coming of the Christ, said, they 
"shall call his name Immanuel;" and 
Matthew, in repeating the prophet s 
words, adds, "which being inter- 
preted is, God with us." In oth<r 
words, the helpful, loving ministry 
of our great Master, exemplifying 
the Christ, was evidence that God is 
here, dispelling evil and showing 
forth only good. Mrs. Eddy has 
written in Science and Health <p. 
34), "If Christ, Truth, has come to 
us in demonstration, no other com- 
memoration is requisite, for demon- 
stration is Immanuel, or God with 
us; and if a friend be with us, why 
need we memorials of that friend?" 

In the Gulf of St. Lawrence, on 
the Gaspe Peninsula, there stands a 
cape which in earlier days was 
known as Cap Desespoir— Cape De- 
spair. Today, as for many decades 
past, it has an effective lighthouse, 
whose kindly light gleams across the 
water for many miles. Now it is 
known as Cap d'Espoir— the Cape of 
Hope. Many people have at some 
time come to the place where they 
have almost despaired of finding the 
solution of life's problems. In their 
extremity they have been led to in- 
vestigate Christian Science. With 
the coming of the light of Truth, 
this proves to be the turning point 
in their lives. Their "point of de- 
spair" becomes their "point of hope." 
The despair of recovery— hopeless- 
ness as to being able to meet life s 
difficulties— gives place to confidence 
in the fact that divine Love solves 
every problem, heals every ill. They 
awaken to the fact that God is with 
them. This is their demonstration, 
their proof of Immanuel. 

Christian Science enables us to 
see that we are living in God. living 
in good, and not in matter. There- 
fore there is nothing in God's uni- 
verse of which man need be afraid. 
Plainly, no one could be afraid of 
unlimited good. No one could be 
terrified over the fact that man is 
the image and likeness of the in- 
finitely good creator. In fact, the 
realization of the truth that God, 
good, is All, and man is His likeness, 
is the certain remedy for fear. Even 
physicians, working from a material 
standpoint, recognize that fear has 
much to do with disease. Christian 
Science makes this still clearer. By 
the continual contemplation of the 
truths taught in Christian Science, 
the student finds that fears which 
formerly bound him disappear, and 
he becomes more fully aware of the 
presence of divine Love, which casts 
out fear. Some people seem to be 
afraid in the dark, while they are 
less afraid in daylight. Fear is al- 
ways an evidence tiiat one's thought 
is more or less darkened It is man's 
privilege to abide in the light of 
Truth, in the sunshine of Love. This 
ability is acquired by entertaining 
thoughts of Truth and Love. 

Man. made in God's likeness, is 
evei aware of the presence of spirit- 
ual light, of good, power, purity, 
justice, order, health, and harmony 
In this consciousness of Truth there 
is no error. With this abiding sense 
of Love there is no hatred, malice, 
envy, fear, anger, jealousy, or re- 
venge. In this constant awareness 
of purity and power there is no 
weakness, no sensuality. In the light 
of good, expressed in justice, order, 
health, and harmony, there is no 
darkness, no disease, no disorder, no 
injustice, no evil of any kind. Man 
in God's likeness is never conscious 
ol the seeming opposites of the radi- 
int realities A being. 

Chri>ti.in Science llraling 

A business man, while living at his 
summer home, was stricken with a 
serious Intestinal d.sease. He was 
rushed bark to his home city, being 
taken on a stretcher from the rail- 
way station to the hospital Here an 
emergency operation was performed 
on him Some months later he 
underwent a second operation, and 
still later a third. After all of these 
Operations he was no better, but 
much worse He then went to well- 
snown surgeons, who informed him 
that if he would out himself in their 
hands, and undergo another major 
operation, this difficulty might oe 
overcome, out they held out no hope 
that it would bring the desired result. 
They also informed him that he was 
a victim of tuberculosis and advised 
him to go to a warm climate and 
put his affairs in good shape This 
verdict plunged him into a state of 
hopeless despondency 

He did not consent to undergo 
this operation. Out in his extremity 
at the advice of a friend, he called 
on a Christian Science practitioner 
He had r.o hope that Christian Sci- 
ence could help him. He believed it 
was now too late During his talk 
with the practitioner, it seemed to 
him that a gTeat weight like thou- 
sands of pounds was lifted off his 



shoulders. Up to that time he had 
been unable to walk the length of a 
city block without great pain. When 
he left the practitioner's home he 
seemed to be walking on air. He 
forgot about the tramcar he had 
meant to rake, and walked back to 
his hotel, a distance of about two 
miles. After a good night's sleep, the 
best he had had for months, he feit 
that after all he was not bound hand 
and foot, and that he just needed to 
become better acquainted with his 
true bin. iright his perfect spiritual 
selfhood. In order to find complete 
freedom. His "point of despair" had 
been changed to a "point of hope. ' 
Next morning he went to a Christian 
Science Reading Room and bought a 
copy of the Christian Science text- 
book. "Science and Health with Key 
to th. Scriptures" by Mary Baker 
Eddy, and a copy of the Bible. He 
then left for the west coast, and 
while there he spent some time 
reading Science ai.d Health. During 
a sudden attack, he bought some 
compounds and appliances from a 
Chemist's shop, intending to use 
them on his return to his temporary 
home. The package which he bought 
was lying on one side of his dresser, 
and Science and Health on the other. 
He picked up the package, and was 
about to break it open, when it 
seemed that a voice, speaking to his 
consciousness, said. "Wait." Then he 
recalled how a little reading of Sci- 
ence and Health had helped him, 
and lie concluded that if he settled 
down to a consecrated study of the 
truth it contained he would find 
complete freedom from his physical 
difficulties. He did so, and perse- 
vered in his study. At once he found 
relief from pain, and Immediately 
the wounds began to heal. He re- 
turned home a few weeks latei com- 
pletely healed. At the same time he 
was healed of biliousness, constipa- 
tion, and other recurring ills. The 
tuberculosis also vanished; and some 
years later, when medically ex- 
amined for life insurance, he was 
found to be so well that a policy for 
a very substantial rum was issued to 
him. Today he is in excellent health, 
actively engaged as senior partner 
in a business with far-reaching 
scope. He became a member of a 
branch church, and of The Mother 
Church, and has taken active part in 
the work of his church. 

In considering how to apply Chris- 
tian Science to one's individual 
needs, one important point .hould 
be noted. In order to apply Chris- 
tian Science consistently, correctly, 
and continuously, one needs to be in 
sympathy with the Christian Sci- 
ence organization. By this I do not 
mean that in order to be healed you 
must join the Christian Science 
church. One may be healed instan- 
taneously even before he gains an 
understanding of Christian Science. 
But this fact is plain: those who go 
forward and prove progressively the 
possibilities of Christian Science for 
good in their lives, naturally conform 
to its requirements. This brings 
them into harmony with the edu- 
cational and religious system of 
Christian Science. This fact is evi- 
denced eventually by their member- 
ship in The Mother Church and in 
a branch church, and their active 
participation in these activities. 

Jesus preached or revealed Christ, 
Truth, in his Sermon on the Mount, 
to which reference has been made; 
and the Christ, Truth, is being re- 
vealed today through the Christian 
Science Quarterly Bible Lessons. 
Anyone who faithfully studies these 
Lessons daily cannot fail to make 
progress in all those things which 
mean most in life. The Christian 
Science Lesson-Sermon preaches an 
effective sermon without sermoniz- 
ing. It presents a wholesome stand- 
ard of morals without moralizing. 
It affords a righteous basis for hu- 
man living without self-righteous- 
ness. It imparts true goodness, free 
from sanctimoniousness. In short, it 
upholds the original, genuine, perfect 
standard of the Christ 

There are people who recognize 
and appreciate the fruits of Chris- 
tian Science, who are not yet willing 
to agree with this teaching. The 
fact is that Christian Science and 
its fruits are inseparable, and to 
acknowledge its fruits is to admit its 
efficacy. To illustrate: you go up to 
an apple tree, laden with delicious 
apples, and you pluck as many as 
you wish and enjoy them. But sup- 
pose you were to say, 1 enjoy these 
delicious apples, but as for the tree 
on which they grow. I have no use 
for it. How could you enjoy the fruit 
if you removed the tree? How could 
you appreciate the fruits of Chris- 
tian Science while trying to keep 
this teaching out of your reckoning? 
The fruits which vou appreciate are 
the outcome of the soundness of 
Christian Science teaching, and it is 
natural that you should love this 
teaching as much as you now ap- 
preciate its fruits. 

Spiritual Sense Needed 

It will be readily admitted that 
the teachings of the schools deal 
mainly With those things which are 
cognized by the five physical senses 
—touch, taste, hearing, sight, and 
smell. All the research in natural 
science is in the realm of these 
physical senses. There is among 
thinking people, however, a growing 
recognition that something else, 
something higher, is needed— some- 
thing tnat j s not perceived by these 
five physical senses, but is cognized 
by spiritual sense Is it not true 
that we all need something which 
will give us higher thoughts^ May 
not this be what the prophet meant 
when he represented God as saying, 
"My thoughts are not your thoughts 
neither are your ways my ways"? 
Do not we need a spiritual animus? 
The Bible records that fcllihu said to 
Job and his three friends: There is 
a spirit in mar. and the inspiration 
of the Almighty giveth them under- 
standing ." God is Spirit, and man 
reflects Spirit, and it is through in- 
spiration from Soirit that we under- 
stand life aright, and discern the 
present perfection of God and man 
It is through this inspiration that 
we ga:n the desire f or this under- 
standing Christian Science meets a 
vitai human need oy appealing to 
man s spiritual sense This does not 
prevent us from giving practical at- 
tention to our Human affairs On 
the contrary, it enables us to fulfill 
our obligations better , 

Since the understanding of Chris- 
tian Science can be applied to every 



human situation, it is a glorious 
work to discover the specific appli- 
cation of Truth to the various needs 
of the human family. Experience m 

Christian Science leads one to the 
inescapable conclusion that the solu- 
tion of every human problem is af- 
forded in the pages of Science and 
Health. That is a large claim Never- 
theless it is true. The spiritual trutn 
expressed therein is sufficient, when 
rightly applied, to meet every need. 
In this textbook. Mrs. Eddy gives 
specific instruction as to the applica- 
tion of spiritual truth to heal physi- 
cal disease and other phases of inhar- 
mony. We are wise to use her teach- 
ing as she gives it. The student finds 
the use of the Concordance to Sci- 
tnce and Health and the Concord- 
ance to her other writings helpful 
in applying the specific facts of 
Truth to his own specific require- 
ments. In the latest editions of 
Science and Health there is pub- 
lished at the end a comprehensive 
list cf marginal headings. The use 
of these also is an aid to finding the 
desired topic in our textbook. 

Mrs. Eddy gained her spiritual en- 
lightenment from the Bible. She 
learned, and proved scientifically, 
that the truths set forth in this 
sacred volume can be applied defi- 
nitely to the healing of disease. Her 
writings abound in clear explana- 
tions of Scripture. These help the 
student to make practical use of the 
precious truths which the Bible con- 
tains. 

Sometimes we find a child or 
young person who has difficulty with 
some particular line of study. He 
may be good at composition, excel 
in languages !ind In music, but seem 
to be very deficient in mathematics. 
The proper application of Christian 
Science corrects this defect. The 
faculties of divine Mind are perfect, 
and man reflects Mind's perfect 
faculties. Knowing that God's man 
reflects the one unerring and perfect 
Mind, one is led to do rightly all 
that one has to do. This spiritual 
method, properly applied, is infi- 
nitely superior to the methods de- 
vised by the human mind to make 
up for its defects. 

Many people engaged in athletics, 
who have suflered from strains and 
dislocations, have been helped 
throuRii the application of Christian 
Science. Whereas, before learning of 
this teaching, they had taken weeks 
to recover while using material so- 
called remedies, they have been very 
quickly, ofttimes instantaneously, 
healed by Christian Science. Not the 
application of oil, or ointments, or 
liniments to one's body, but the ap- 
plication of spiritual truth to one's 
thinking, brings true and permanent 
healing, and freedom from pain and 
disease. 

What has been said here about 
how *o apply Christian Science is 
not meant to be exclusive. It is not 
intended as a final word on the sub- 
ject. It has been given simply to 
illustrate how this truth has been 
applied. The possibilities of applica- 
tion are unlimited. Each individual 
who studies Science and Health finds 
applications suited to his own indi- 
vidual need. Hence the wisdom of 
turning to the Bible and Science and 
Health for the light and help that 
are needed. 

Evil Exposed as a Lie 
We recall that Peter, when speak- 
ing of the curative work of Christ 
Jesus, said that he healed "all that 
were oppressed of the devil." If you 
wish to learn the nature of this 
"devil." that seems to oppress hu- 
manity, you cannot do better than 
read what Mrs. Eddy has written on 
this subject on page 584 of Science 
and Health. Here we find this il- 
luminating definition: "Devil. Evil; 
a lie; error; neither corporeality nor 
mind; the opposite of Truth; a be- 
lief in sin, sickness, and death; 
animal magnetism or hypnotism; 
the lust of the flesh, which saith: I 
am life and intelligence in matter. 
There is more than one mind, for I 
am mind.— a wicked mind, self-made 
or created by a tribal god and put 
into the opposite of mind, termed 
matter, thence to reproduce a mortal 
universe, including man, not after 
the image and likeness of Spirit, but 
after its own image.' " 

How skillfully Mrs. Eddy has 
analyzed the nature of evil! By her 
definition of devil as animal magnet- 
ism or hypnotism, she put her finger 
directly on the solution of the prob- 
lem of evil, as no one else has done 
since the days of Jesus of Nazareth. 
Our Master, when seeking to open 
Peter's eyes to the nature of evil, 
said to him: "Simon. Simon, behold. 
Satan hath desired to have yon, that 
he may sift you as wheat : but I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not: and when thou art con- 
verted, strengthen thy brethren." 

It is worth noting that, as mouern 
translators make clear, our Master 
used the plural pronoun "you" when 
he said. "Satan hath desired to have 
you." Thus he indicated that Peter 
was not the only one who was being 
tested. The disciples of Jesus were 
not the only ones who were being 
put to the test. Humanity itself was 
being tested at that crucial hour 
just as it is being tested today. We 
note that the Master then spoKe 
more definitely to Peter himself, 
using the singular pronoun, "I have 
prayed for thee." The effkacv of the 
Master s prayer is self-evident His- 
tory attests it. Although Peter denied 
his Master at the critical moment, 
when he shculd have afforded his 
unwavering support, he learned his 
lesson. He awoke to the supposi- 
tional nature of evil, or animal mag- 
; netism. in its efforts to arr«?st the 
nealing work of Truth. Thereafter 



Peter stood firmly for the truth 
which he professed. He learned how 
to withstand the suggestions ot 
animal magnetism or hypnotism; 
and from the depths ot his own ex- 
perience he counseled others to re- 
sist the devil "stedtast in the faith." 
strong in the understanding of the 
supremacy of divine Truth and Love 

Mrs. Eddy's Application nt Truth 

Mrs Eddy, in 'filing of the effect, 
upon her own consciousness, of 
Christ. Truth, writes in "Retrospe:- 
tion and Introspection" <p 31 > "The 
first spontaneous motion of Trutn 
and Love, acting through Christian 
Science on my roused consciousness, 
banished at once and forever the 
fundamental error of faith in things 
material; for this trust is the unseen 
sin, the unknown foe. — the heart's 
untamed desire which breaketh the 
divine commandments." Mrs. Eddy 



was quickly healed by this divine 
power; and it may be said of her. as 
it was said of the mother of Peters 
wife, "she arose, and ministered unto 
them." From the time of her healing 
and throughout her long and useful 
career. Mrs. Eddys life was one of 
loving ministration to the needs of 
humanity. Today It is freely ac- 
knowledged by increasing numbers 
that it is right that Christians should 
heal the sick by means of their re- 
ligion. It is because of Mrs. Eddy's 
ceaseless lifework that this admis- 
sion is so freely made. 

A newspaper man. a representative 
of the .Veic York Herald, at one time 
called on Mrs Eddy. An account of 
his interview was later published in 
that paper. In it he wrote iThe 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
and Miscellany, pp. 345, 346): "We 
talked on ninny subjects, some only 
of which are here touched upon, and 
her views, strictly and always from 
the standpoint of Christian Science, 
were continually surprising. She 
talks as one who has lived with her 
subject fcr a lifetime.— an ordinary 
lifetime: and so far from being 
puzzled by any question, welcomes it 
as another opportunity for present- 
ing another view of her religion." 

Thus did Mrs. Eddy show the 
broad applicability of her teaching 
to every human problem. Her con- 
temporaries marveled at her youth- 
fulness, even when her years were 
advanced. They noted the radiant 
health she expressed, after she had 
been lifted from the couch of in- 
validism. They remarked on the 
scope cf her mentality, her poise and 
maturity of thought. She exempli- 
fied the facts which she had pro- 
claimed in her teaching. She had an 
exalted sense of spiritual reality. She 
saw that the perfection of being is 
present and available here now. 
Here was no merely abstract sense 
of Truth. It was what she herself 
has spoken of as "the lit ing. palpitat- 
ing presence of Christ, Truth, which 
healed the sick" (Science and 
Health, p. 331'. She used the wed 
of Truth effectually in her own heal- 
ing work. In Science and Health she 
has made clear how to use the word 
of Truth. She has also taught what 
is necessary in Christian living, 
whereby the use of the word of 
Truth is vitalized. 

Demonstration Possible for All 

Christian Science kindles right de- 
sire, the longing fcr spiritual good. 
This right desire, this fervent 
prayer, steadfastly maintained, will 
glow into a fuller radiance, until the 
actual perfection of being— which is 
really always here— is seen to be the 
all and only. Depravity is as a 
shadow that hides man's true and 
spiritual selfhood, as a cloud seems 
to shut out the sunshine and the 
clear, blue sky. But "behind the 
clouds is the sun still shining." The 
clear blue of the sky is always there, 
and you see it when you rise above 
the cloud, or as the cloud is dis- 
pelled by the sunshine. Depraved 
beliefs and practices do not belong 
to man. They belong to depravity. 
Depravity is evil, devil. Man, in re- 
ality, is not "oppressed of the devil." 
It is only depraved sense that is 
oppressed. The understanding of the 
Christ reveals man as perfect now. 
This understanding of man's perfec- 
tion as God's idea frees the indi- 
vidual from the depraved beliefs 
which have seemed to take posses- 
sion of human consciousness. 

Oftentimes in the morning you 
have seen bpautiful cloud effects, 
the rising sun tinting many a dark 
cloud with golden beauty. Thus it is, 
too. in one's experience, as the sun 
of Truth arises with healing in its 
wings. Much that is beautiful in 
human character comes to light as 
Truth gains the ascendancy in 
thought. It is right to cherish all 
that is beautiful, noble, and good, 
for these are expressions of man's 
true selfhood. With the first coming 
of the Christ-idea to one's con- 
sciousness evangelization has begun, 
and will continue until all that does 
not belong to man's true and perfect 
selfhood has been displaced. This 
salvation is for everyone. All men 
will eventually gain this understate 
in?. The clouds are dispersed as men 
yield to the redeeming influence of 
the Christ. As this goes on, there is 
less sin. less sicKness, less poverty, 
less discord of every kind, and man 
expresses more of his normal free- 
dom, strength and harmony. 

In "Rudimental Divine Science" 
Mrs. Eddy outlines briefly the simple 
fund "i mentals of her teaching The 
question is asked in this book 'p. 8), 
', "How should I undertake to demon- 
strate Christian Science in healing 
the -ick?" And Mrs Eddy answers: 
I "As I have given you only an epit- 
ome of the Principle, so I can give 
you here nothing but an outline of 
th« practice. Be nonest. be true to 
1 thyself, and true to others; then it 
follows thou wilt be strong in God, 
the eternal good Heal •hrough 
Truth and Love: there is no other 
healer." One of the immediate 
effects of the study of Christian Sci- 
ence is that it impels us to be more 
honest with ourselves. Sometimes 
when we have an unpleasant -yperi- 
ence we may be apt to blame some- 
one else for it. However, in the light 
of Christian Science, we arc led to 
correct ou* - own thinking first. Then 
we find that the results are har- 
monious. 

Work in Christian Sc.ence. where- 
by healing is accomplished is not a 
labored process of the human mind. 
It is the spontaneous, ceaseless ac- 
tivity of the divine Mind, expressed 
through enlightened thought, dili- 
gently applied. It ;s not the doctor- 
ing of a diseased physical body. It 
is an awakening to the reality of 
beiny 'he clear recognition that man

An exhibition of etchings and dry 
points by Arthur U". Heintzelman an 1 
Alfred Hutty opened last Sunday 
afternoon at the Library Art Gallery 
under the auspices of the Winchester 
Art Association and will remain at 
the gallery through December, It is 
a show that all art lovers will want 
to see, especially those who like the 
crisp sharpness of blqck and white 
and who marvel at the values an 1 
brush-like effects obtained with thai 
lines by the master etcher. 

The show at the Library includes 
portraits, character studies, land- 
scapes, buildings and unusual art 
bits that are as provocative as they 
are well done.

Mr. Heintzelman's "Silent Chris;'* 
is an unusual study of the Christus to 
which the eyes constantly return, 
while hi< Three Maries, depicting the 
crucifixion, and his large crucifix are 
beautifully done to combine the real- 
istic with the symbollic.

WINCHESTER HIGH'S FOOTBALL 
CAPTAIN COMES FROM 
FOOTBALL FAMILY 

Bill West, bitf Monk, batterinpr-rfim 
fullback, will lead \V inchester High 
on the gridiron next fall, having re- 
cently been elected captain of the 1942 
football team by the letter players on 
this year's squad. The new captain 
is lfi years old, stands a hit over the 
six foot mark and weighed 172 
pounds at the close of the last cam- 
paign. He will undoubtedly be bijr- 
ger and better next year, an interest- 
ing item of information for the teams 
who will have to stop his bull-like 
smashes throutrh the line. 

Bill, now a junior, played his first 
football as a freshman two years ago, 
when he got into a game or two and 
marie quite a hit with his poise. As 
a sophomore he played regularly, al- 
ternating with the veteran fullback, 

Mike McCdYmack, an 1 learning plen- 
ty both offensively and defensively. 
This fall he was ready to step into 
the regular fullback's job and his all 
around play was one of the big rea- 
sons for Winchester's successful sea- 
son. 

Offensively, Bill scored nine touch- 
downs, all hut one the hard way, 
throuirh the line. His 54 points made 
him the team's high scorer, and his 
offensive [day was culminated with 

his Wobura game effort when he car- 
ried 24 of the 42 times Winchester 
rushed the ball. On Winchester's 
drive to the fame's only touchdown he 
carried the ball 11 out of the 12 timi 1 
it was rushed and threw one of the 
two successful forward passes, the one 
that really set up the score. 

A hard worker and modest to a 
fault. Bill is a general favorite with 
team-mates, coaches and fans. He 
has a real athletic and football back- 
ground. 

His father played football, baseball 
and hockey while in college, his moth- 
er played field hockey at Dana Hall 
and his Grandfather West was rated 
the strongest man in Union College. 
It was, however, from his grandfath- 
er, William Mann Irvine, for whom 
he was named, that Bill got his out- 
standing football heritage. 

Buck Irvine, as he was known when 
he was nlayinir tackle for Princeton, 
played football, baseball and rowed 
in the crew at Exeter. At Princeton 
he played every minute of every gam ■ 
for live years, four as an undergradu- 
ate and one as a post graduate. Then 
while attending Theological Seminary 
at Franklin and Marshall he organized 
intercollegiate football, coached and 
played on the varsity for three years 
and is generally credited with being 
the father of football at that college. 

This gave him the longest playing 
record in intercollegiate football, out- 
distancing Alon/o Stagg by one 
year. 

Of Buck Irvine Grantland Rice, fa- 
mous sports authority, relates that 
in a Princeton-Yale game he and Hod 
Wanamaker, son of John Wanamak- 
er, on the other side of the Tiger's 
line, made so many tackles that the 
miblie began calling them the tack- 
lers, which was later changed to 
tackle and marked the beginning of 
naming the positions. Buck Irvine 
was also one of the first linemen in 
the history of the game, if not the 
first, to pull out of the line and car- 
ry the ball. 

' So it is that Rill West comes natu- 
rally by his love for football. When 
he was only a few months old hi.-? 
Grandfather Irvine, then head master 
of Mercersburg, a school he founded 
and headed for 88 ''ears until his 
death, sent on two regulation foot- 
balls which he ordered inflated and 
placed one at each end of his grand- 
son's crib, so that "the boy would get 
the feel of a football early in his life." 
mlding that he hoped Bill would "take 
an active part in this, the king of all 
snorts." 

Bill has done just this, and plans 
to keep right on. The prized gold 
football he received from the W. H. 
S. A. A. last Saturday has heen added 
to two others which had been pas<e I 
along to him by his famous football 
grand-dad, Buck Irvine.

How come the Bellringers to Win- j 
Chester? Because Mr*. Ethelruby 
Poveleite moved to town and brought 
with her, her old English hand bells 
and her rare and joyous gift of teach- 
ing bellringing. Mrs. Poveleite is a 
disciple of Mrs. Arthur Shurtcliff of 
Beacon Hill who first brought bell- 
rining to this country. Mrs. Povel- 
eite's former group, the Bellringers 
of St. Paul, were from Xewhuryport 
and were famous throughout New 
England, Her present group will be 
no less famous for the girls are un- 
usually talented.

The Winchester group, known as \ 
the "Forum Bellringers of Winches- j 
ter," is sponsored by the Young 
People's Senior Forum of the First j 
Congregational Church.

OF RIGHTS 



On Mondav Dec. 15, the 150th an- 
niversary of the adoption of the B:i! 
of Rights, members of a Senior Class 
in American History, presented an in- 
spiring urogram to the student bodv 
in the high school auditorium. 

Miss Shirley Brackett. as chair- 
man of the assembly, explained in an 
extremely pleasing and capable man- 
ner, the purpose of the assembly. 
She emphasized the important fact 
that the war we are now engaged in 
is being foug-ht to preserve those 
rights of the individual which are 
listed in the American Hill of Rights. 

William Hodge, the first speaker, 
on the nrogram, presented an inter- 
esting account of the orig-in and the 
history of our Bill of Rights. 

Miss Ann Downer, who snake next, 
chose to give a picture of the Bill of 
Rights in action day by day, with 
special attention to the four rights: 
freedom of speech, free lorn of wor- 
ship, freedom of the press and free- 
dom of assembly. Miss Downer's re- 
marks were to the point and force- 
ful. 

Courtney Crandall followed with a 
practical consideration of how tho 
Bill of Rights affects students in 
Winchester High School. He con- 
trasted our riphts with those of stu- 
dents in German schools and con- 
vinced his audience that these rights 
were important.

Coach Bartlett's charges really out- 
classed their opposition during the 
first half of the game and looked 
good lor a first game effort in run- 
ning up a 21 — 7 advantage at half 
time. North Attleboro was able to 
pierce the local defense for but a 
single floor goal during that time. 

Captain Dean Derby got his team 
away to a good start when he scored 
the first point of the game on a shot 
from a free try. and he soon after 
scored again from the foul line to 
give the locals a two point lead. 

I'au! Rallo sank a foul basket and 
the Bill Mooney got the game's first 
floor goal, Winchester leading 10 — 3 
at the end of the first quarter. The 
locals continued to hold their 3-1 ad- 
vantage un to half time. 

Featuring the first half was the 
play of Fete Twombley who replaced 
Don Drew to start the second quar- 
ter. Fete signalized his advent into 
the game by sinking a basket and 
five consecutive foul shots for eight 
big points. Winchester made 10 of 
15 foul shots good, an encouraging 
showing in this important depart- 
ment which often means the differ- 
ence between defeat and victory. 

With the resumption of play in the 
third quarter Winchester slipped a 
bit, taking things too easily. North 
Attleboro was quick to profit by the 
locals' letdown and paced by its cen- 
ter, Magnani, ran its score from 7 
to 17 while holding Winchester to a 
single floor goal by Bill Mooney. 

Still leading 23—17 going into the 
final quarter, Winchester braced in 
turn and Bill Mooney found the hoop 
three times in succession from the 
floor to really put the game on ice. 

Coach Bartlett w a s especially 
pleased at the fact that every mem- 
ber of the local quintet had a hand in 
the scoring. 

Between the halves of the first 
team game the Winchester seconds 
beat the North Attleboro seconds 24 
— 17 with Gordon McGovern and Jack 
Errico dividing the scoring honors.

Yet when a rumor starts it is ac- 
cepted as a reas, n for hoarding. 

Yesterday a richly dressed, elderly 
woman was observed in a provision 
store loading one of the small four- 
wheeled wire contraptions with bags 
of sugar. When another customer 
stared amazedly at the performance, 
she remarked with forced gaiety, 
"This won't last my cook long."

"look see" expeditions. It would be 
interesting to say to a hoarder, "Your 
face is easy to remember, but won't 
you favor me with your autograph?"

Two Winchester homes, those of 
Mrs. Edmund Goggin, 22 Highland 
avenue and Mr. Patrick Mooney, 4 
Westley street, had narrow escapes 
from destruction by fire last Sunday 
forenoon. In each case the high wind 
blowing was in just the right Quarter 
to prevent the spread of the flames 
and enable the firemen to extinguish 
the fires with a minimum of loss. 

The first of the two alarm*, that 
for Mrs. Goggin's house, came in at 
11:32, Box :J2 being put on at the 
Central Station. The men found up- 
on arrival that the front of the roof 
bad been set afire by sparks, whether 
from the chimney of the house the 
firemen could not determine. The 
roof was blazing fiercely but the men 
checked the flames before they could 
work through into the attic of the 
house and aside from burned shingles, 
the damage was slight, it being esti- 
mated at about $50. 

While the firemen were busy at the 
Goggin home Box 36 came in for the 
fire at the Mooney residence. This 
too. was set by sparks from an un- 
known origin, but in this case the 
fire was at the ridgepole of the house 
and burned its way into the attic be- 
fore it could be checked. 

The attic of the house was finished 
and the firemen had to pull down 
<iuite a little plaster before the last 
of the fire was out. 

Chief DeCourcy estimated the dam- 
age as in the neighborhood of $200, 
He said that if the high wind had 
not been in a favorable quarter, the 
fin men would have faced a serious 
situation, not only in regard to the 
houses afire, but also neighboring 
dwellings to which the flames would 
very likely have spread.

"There are three basic essentials 
necessary to a successful civilian de- 
fense plan," said Professor Doherty. 

1. Man Power. This is not enough 
alone, so we need 

2. Training for the actual duties. 
To these must be added 

3. Equipment, plenty of it, and 
of the right kind. 

The auxiliary fire department he 
stressed as being of major import- 
ance, even ahead of other activities. 
He stated that many Massachusetts 
communities have developed man 
power but are horribly lacking in 
equipment. (We wondered if he had 
been snooping: around Winchester. He 
is an important official in Massachu- 
setts Civilian Defense and undoubt- 
edly knows whereof he speaks). 

The Professor spoke of the need 
for all citizens to realize that each 
individual has a vital connection with 
'Civilian defense work, and th:it true 
idemocvacy rests in an with the peo- 
ple themselves. Only by team work 
can we achieve those results which our 
liberties secure. When this war is 
over, we will find that civilian de- 
fense has taught us valuable les- 
sons and has created a better under- 
standing of our community respon- 
sibility. 

A very generous round of ap- 
plause must have convinced Profes- 
sor Dohertv that he had made a big 
hit.

WINCHESTER VOLUNTEER 
NURSE'S AIDES 

To meet an acute snortage in nurs- 
ing services revealed by the national 
defense emergency, the Office of 
Civilian Defense has called for 100,- 
000 women to be trained by the 
American Red Cross In an intensive 
80 hours instruction course as a 
Volunteer Nurse's Aide Corps. 

The object is to develop a depend- 
able and effective body of Volunt eers 
who will have the necessary know- 
ledge and skill to assist nurses in 
the care of the sick in hospitals, 
clinics and health organizations. 
They will work under the supervision 
of a graduate nurse. 

They will serve without any re- 
muneration, and will supplement, 
but never supplant, the paid worker. 
Uy performing a variety of necessary 
services in hospitals, clinics or 
wherever they may be needed, they 
will leave the professional nurse 
free to carry on treatments and 
other work for which she has been 
specially trained, which can only be 
undertaken by an experienced grad- 
uate. 

Any woman, between the ages of 
18 and .",0, intelligent and physically 
fit, and able to serve at least ISO 
hours every year without pay, is 
eligible fur the Corps. 

The American Red Cross, through 
its Chapters, and in collaboration 
with bn-al Civilian Defense, hospital, 
medical and nursing organizations, 
will select, enroll, instruct and place 
the volunteers. 

A special Red Cross Volunteer 
Nurse's Aide Corps committee, mem- 
bers of which represent the Winches- 
ter Hospital, medical and nursing 
organizations, is responsible for the 
organization and supervision of the 
Corps, and has the duty of maintain- 
ing standards and discipline which 
will meet with the approval of the 
nursing profession. The committee 
will emphasize to volunteers that 
they are enrolling in a Corps which 
may require a great devotion to duty 
on their part. 

To meet the emergency need, the 
American Red Cross has arranged a 
special SO hours intensive instruc- 
tion course, in classes limited to 30 
aides. The first part of the course 
will be given by a Red Cross grad- 
uate nurse instructor at the Win- 
chester Hospital, and will consist of 
one hour of lecture and demonstra- 
tion, one or more hours of practice 
daily, five days a week. The second 
part of the course will consist of super- 
vised practice in the hospital three 
hours a day, five days a week. 

The nrst 150 hours of work after 
successful completion of this course 
will bo nn hospital wards, after 
Which the aide may be assigned 
wherever she is most needed. The 
local director of the Emergency 
Medical Service of the Office of 
Civilian Defense, which will serve as 
a clearing house for community nurs- 
ing needs, will assist the Red Cross 
placement bureau in allocating vol- 
unteer aides to hospitals, clinics, 
visiting nurse services, or duty at 
first aid posts in case of air raid, all 
of which must meet the requirements 
of the Office of Civilian Defense and 
of the National Red Cross. 

The duties which these volunteer 
nurse's aides are authorized to un- 
dertake are selected from those ap- 
proved by the American Nurse's 
Association for the subsidiary work- 
ers in hospitals, and are restricted to 
those considered safe for any non- 
professional worker. The aides will 
perform all those many services 
which do not require skilled nursing 
training, such as making beds, clean- 
ing and preparing material for 
treatments, feeding patients, giving 
baths and similar vitally necessary 
duties which will release the grad- 
uate nurse for more technical work. 

Those who complete the instruc- 
tion course will be enrolled in the 
Volunteer Nurse's Aide Corps of the 
American Red Cross with the assur- 
ance that they will play an important 
role in civilian defense by helping 
maintain essential community health 
services. They will retain thetr 
membership in the Corps as long as 
they continue to render adequate 
service of at least 150 hours yearly.

See the whole; find your part in 
that whole; do it; do it. Boiled down, 
the purpose and effect of the Decem- 
ber Dutch Treat luncheon held by 
the British War Relief Association 
on the Thursday before Christmas, 
can be put into that one sentence. 
The words keej) burrowing into one's 
mind, compelling thought. 

To see the whole, one has first to 
look within, to find there what one 
believes in, believes in so profoundly 
that one will die for it, or— a harder 
task perhaps, and the one that will 
fall to most women — <-onsent that 
someone else, young and dear, die 
for it. To see the choice which three 
tyrannies have forced upon the rest 
of the world, upon the lovers of 
peace and haters of war: to give 
tyrannies their will, or to resist it 
with all we have. To let tvrants 
shape the future of our planet, or to 
have free responsible, co-operating 
men shape it. That is what this war 
that has been thrust upon us means 
to each one. 

To see the whole, one has to look 
at the whole world from the arctic to 
the equator, round the whole girth 
of the planet. And not losing oneself 
in the terrible immensitv of the 
struggle, to see the whole means see- 
ing it as a struggle of just ordinary 
tie^h and blood men and women, like 
myself and my neighbors, to fight 
and endure against tyrannies that 
had long stealthily prepared for war 
and been determined on it. 

How can I in Winchester find on- 
fall part in this world-wide, world- 
shaping, world-determining whole? 
It is an urgent question that I must 
keep living with day by day, and 
day by dav getting a better answer 
for. One brought a sense of urgency 
home from the Statler meeting. Ur- 
gency without panic. That is what 
we have asked ourselves. Speed in 
preparedness; steadiness while we 
make haste. 

Brought down to everyday realities 
right here in our town of Winches- 
ter, the spirit of the Boston meeting 
means: buy; give, make; fit in: buy 
tile defense bonds and stamps that 
will give men who fight for freedom 
on land, on sea, in the air. equipment 
equal to their courage and loyalty. 
Give to the great united war fund, 
that American will undertake in 
early January. Make what the great 
national and international relief 
agencies tell us they need for the 
works of mercy, and make them this 
very day. Fit in to the classes and 
community organization that will 
make you useful in whatever vour 
community has to do, whether it is 
watching the skies, dealing with in- 
cendiary bombs, or caring for evacu- 
ated children. 

"No news about that one cog in 
the great whole, British War Relief ?"

NURSERY TRAINING COURSE 
FOR DEFENSE 



Mrs. T. Grafton Abbott, head of 
the women's defense school for Win- 
chester, announces a Nursery Train- 
ing Course to be given in aid of Ci- 
vilian Defense, commencing: Tuesday 
evening, Jan. (i, at 8 o'clock, at a 
place to be .announced. 

All who plan to take the course 
should register at the Defense Head 
quarters in the White Building over 
McCormack's Pharmacy during the 
week of Dec. 2H, daily from 10-4, an! 
Monday. Wednesday and Friday 
evenings from 7 to 9. 

The objectives of the course are 
to prepare a group of mothers for the 
pssibility of having children billetei 
in their homes, to prepare them, in 
the event of evacuation to small 
towns, to assist in evacuation, and to 
conduct nursery groups upon arrival, 
and to prepare them to foster a feel- 
ing of security in the children in the 
event of a national emergency involv- 
ing bombings, blackouts and other 
frightening experiences. 

In addition, the course gives all who 
take it uniform training so that all 
children may be left with any one 
mother, leaving the rest free to do 
war work. It will also prepare thos'; 
who take it to conduct nursery groups 
for children whose mothers would 
thereby be released for factory or 
Other defense jobs. 

Any one is eligible to take the 
course, for which the first lecture on 
Jan. 6 will be by Dr. Abigail Elliott, 
head of the Nurserv Training School 
of Boston. Her subject will be, 
Needs of Children in Relation to a De- 
fense Program.

In the "Union Signal" for Nov. 29 
18 a review- by Paul De Kraif of a 
new book published by Surjreon (Jen- I 
era! Thomas Parran and Dr. R. R. | 
Vonderlehr of the United States 
Health Service. We quote from it: 

"In 1939, in the reprular United 
States- Army, premobilization, the 
syphilis rate was 14 per 1000; gonor- 
rhea ^7.7. Since then the Army's 
ranks have been swollen by almost 
2,000,000 new men, almost an eight- 
fold increase. Mind you. all the new 
men were free of venereal sickness. 
For a short while the venereal disease 
rate had to pro down. But alas, it 
didn't stay down. Now, as of June, 
1931, the ponorrhea rate has- shot ud 
from 27.7 to 40..'i, and the syphilis 
rate is rapidly cHmbinj? to the pro- 
mobilization rate, though no tainted 
ones were taken in the draft. 

"This can only lead us to one ter- 
rible conclusion: That scon>s of 
thousands of soldiers are now being 
infected in vice dives around the 
Army camps. 

"It is to be regretted that our mili- 
tary authorities have not yet unoer- 
Stood that now they should insist on 
Stem and effective measures for ven- 
ereal disease control and prophylaxis 
with which Secretary of War Baker 
and General Pershing made our 
World War Army the least venerallv 
infected of any army among any of 
the combatant nations. By this fam- 
ous o-eneral order No. 77 Pershing 
put houses of prostitution out of 
bounds, surrounded them by military 
police, required officers to provide 
Drphylactics to and treatment of ven- 
ereal disease — or else.
